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Offshore 
oil drilling:

WASHINGTON - The Department of Interior plans 
to offer tracts offshore Virginia to oil and gas 
develtqwrs two years before the state's coastal 
land-use plan is completed. 

The Interior department proposed offshore leasing 
schedule seems to conflict urith the goals of the 
federally-funded coastal plans being developed by 
states like Virginia. 

TiK aim of the Commerce Department's Coastal 
Zone Management program is to encourage states 
to "presenre, protect, develop, restore or enhance 
their coastal zones, according to Bill Brannon, 
program spcAesman. 

The brterior Department said development of the 
coastal cone plans and exploration of offshore energy 
sites <^ occur in tandem. 

EqAoration for new energy resources should pro- 
ceed, said BonnM Traesdell of Interior's cUvtsion 
<rf Marine Minerals, and shasM nel^wMti^ states 
to complete their coastal zoiw plans. 

Eiploratory drilling on the outer continental shelf 
Is part of Project Independence, a program aimed 
at naUng the Unit)ed States energy self-sufficient. 

"States are in tiie driver's seat" concerning the 
devel^ment of of^bore energy sites, Truesdell 
said. l%ey can stop pipelines connecting offshore 
dl and gas to existing onshore facilities. 

President Ford has indicated be stvporis pro- 
ceeding with eqtloration prior to completion of 
coastal tone plans. To help states speed up their 
coastal eone planning. Ford is recommending that 
C(^nre8& tiU another |3.5 million to the coastal 
sone program. The program has already been fund- 
ed $12 million.

Beach coast 
faces threat

With the prospect of offshore drilling off Vir- 
ginta's shoreline looming on the horizon, state officals 
are attemptii^ to evaluate the Impact of drilling on 
the coast, including Virginia Beach's resort strip. 

A report prepared in November by ^rginia's 
outer Continental Shelf (OCS) Advisory (^mmittee 
leaves more questions unanswered tbajf answered 
about the effecta of oil drilling and/exploration, 
especially in the event of ap oil spill. 

However the report, prepared under the direction 
of the Governor's Council on the Environment, urges 
the Atlantic states to oppose any drilling until 
effective methods are developed to contain oil spils 
and control environmental damage they cause. 

Of particutar concern is the treat to wildlife, 
includii% sea birds which un the Beach's Bacic 
Bay area as a moratory haven. 

The report also concludes that news of an oil 
spill, whether it reaches the resort beaches or not, 
would hurt the city's tourist industry. 

"A large oil spill in the vicinity of or reaching 
the Virginia Beach resort area would have a signi- 
ficant imiact on tourism in the area," the OCS 
r^wrt states. "Even if the spiU dW not occur during 
ttie summer s^ison, the adverse publicity would 

have some impact on tourism efen though the beach 
might well be clmned I>eforehand.* 

T%e document "also adds ttaf clean-up efforts 
after an oil spill couM further erode the city's beaches. 

Some sand would be removed, Ud the oil would 
also interfere with nataral replenishment of the bea^. 

T^e OCS rqiort lists several ways to ha^e oil 
qdlls, but in most cases the treatment is ineffec- 
tive or worse than the spiU itself 

SMie materials absorb oil, but they cannot be 
used in high waves, when an accident would be more 
likely to occur. Chemicals which cosM be us^ to 
disperse the oil "are so toxic to marine life." 
the report wrtes, "that they cause more damage 
ten the (AL"

Should Virginia Beach's 
|4.2 million, three-year 
community development 

Kmt be used for sewer 
es, to create new jobs 
or to rehabilitate deterio- 
rating housing? 

The possibilities are al- 
most endless, and Virginia 
Beach staff members plan 
to go straight to the horse's 
mouth -- in this case, the 
citisens —for suggestions. 

The city has scheduled 
a series of four informal 
public hearings throughout 
the Beach next week to 
give residents a chance 
to have their say about the 
use of the money. 

Meetings, which start at 
7:30 p.m., are scheduled 
at Seatack Elementary 
School, Dec. 9; Plaza Jun- 
ior High School, Dec. 10; 
Bayside Junior High 
School, Dec. 11, and Kel- 
1am High School Dec. 12. 

Project director Rhys 
Kear said the staff has 
prei»red a presentation to 
show residents how the 



mraey can be used under 
the Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974. 

"We're trying toget peo- 
ple involved in the planning 
stages," Kear said, rather 
than asking them to react 
to proposals already pre- 
pared by the staff. 

Basically the meetings 
are planned to inform ci- 
tieens "what the money 
can be used for and what 
it can't be used for." 

The staff also will tell 
residents what it considers 
priorities in the city. 

A full range of possi- 
bilities awaits the money 
that will be doled out to 
the city in yearly appro- 
priations through 1977: 

housing rehabilitation 
or demolition and clear- 
ance of old structures; 

creation of employ- 
ment opportunities or Job 
training and working to at- 
tract bi^-eiMloyment in- 
dttstry to the Beach; 

increasing die Beach's 
sewer and water services 



or making low-cost loans 
available for tap- in fees; 
and 

acquisition of land for 
open s|»ce. 

The city expecta to re- 
ceive $613,00 next year, 
followed by a|q>ropriation 
of 11.24 million in 1976. 
A final installment of $2.4 
million is scheduled in 
1977. 

But before the city can 
receive the grants, it must 
apply for them, which is 
what the public hearings 
are til about. 

Once the city decides 
where it wants to spend 
money, Kear reported, it 
must decide how to spend 
the community develop- 
ment windfall. 

"We can use the money 
In coordination with pri- 
vate money," such as low 
cost loans for improve - 
menta made in deterior- 
ating hmisini, or the city 
could spend the money out - 
righti Kear added, "We can

Step against 
stagflation' 



The bugaboo called "stagflaiion" - 
the paradox of a continuing inflation 
spiral during a period of economic 
recession - has been designated by 
President Ford and most of the suc- 
cessful candidates in November's elec- 
• tion as the nation's top priority problem. 

Now that Congress has returned to 

*Work, members should look with favor 

on proposed legislation which could 

strike a blow at bo^ soaring living 

costs and a mounting unemployment rate. 

The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has given its approval to a plan 
which would exempt from federal in- 
come taxes the first $500 of savings 
interest earned by individuals. The ex- 
clusion on a joint return would be 
$1,000. 

Such incentives would encourage sav- 

-tngs^^ which finance new construction 

mortgages and promote thrift - both 

of which would help take the steam 

out of inflation. 

The United States League of Sav- 
ings Associations, which has an admitted 
self-interest in the proposal, estimates 
that the legislation could influence a 
net increase of more than $40 billion 
in deposits in banks, savings and loan 
institutions and credit unions. 

Roughly half of that amount would 
be available for mortgages loans - 
enough, according to some noted econ- 
omists, to finance construction of 
300,000 residential housing units and 
provide half a million jobs in the con- 
struction industry and among the indusj 
try's suppliers. "".**, T t^ 

Unemployed cdTtStrucfiih workei^ 
would be returned to payrolls and tax 
rolls. The economic stimulus would 
be felt at all levels. 

The plan is simple iand readily un- 
derstandable and promises a prompt 
shot in the arm to a vital sector of 
the nation's economy. 

It merits the immediate attention of 
our returning lawmakers. 



College boom 
a bright spot 

Business is having its problems, but in 
Virginia the college business -- more 
precisely the community college 
business --is booming. 

Virginia's 23 community colleges en- 
rolled 66,745 stu(tents for the current 
fall term, a 25 per cent increase over 
last year. Part-time enrollment now 
makes up to 62 per cent of the students 
compared with 56 per cent last year. 

Northern Virginia Community College, 
with five campuses, enrolled 21,439 
students and is the largest single public 
or private institution of higher education 
in the Commonwealth. 

Six of the state's community colleges 
have enrollments of 2,000 or more, in- 
cluding Tidewater Community College 
with 8,005 students on its campuses, 
the second largest in the state. The 
Beach Green Run campus is the largest 
of these with 3,699 students. 

With a low tuition structure and close 
proximity to their stt^ients, Virginia's 
community colleges are among the bric^t 
spots in the state's economy.

A lot of the one-tO'(»e counseling, she added, is 
simidy "to be a listening ear." 

"Many kids on probatira have experienced only 
In^en relationships with young adults, and their 
relationsl^ are not positive with their parents. 
For one reason or anc^er they misfire," Mrs. 
Guertin said. 

The counseler is "somebody vdx) can be a posi- 
tive influence," she added, "somebody fiiey (ju- 
veniles) can get some gui<teiice from."

Counselers are asked to make a one-year com- 
mittment to the program although the rule is re- 
laxed for military personnel who might be leaving 
the area before then. 

The counseler is asked to spend at least one 
hour a week witti the youngster, but most vtdun- 
teers usually get invblved to the point where ttme 
guidelines are not a problem, Mrs. Guertin sakl. 

Prospective counselers can call Mrs. Guertin at 



527-4361 for an appUcatioo to the program. Sbs will 
mail them an applicatioh, which requires three 
reteresee letters as well as a police check. 

A v<dunteer could be passed over if he has a 
police record, Mrs. Guertin said, M she added, 
"Traffic violaticAS are not tkt big of «, deter rent." 

"Every applicatiu will be considered on its own 
merit," the program coordinator reported. "We're 
op^ to using volunteers in any wAy tiiey want to 
beuicd."

She said individuals who have special interests 
such as camping or sports which they would like 
to share witti youngsters are encouraged to bring 
their ideas to her. 

Volunteers will be matched with Juveniles based 
on their interests and problems the youngster has 
faced. / 

JuVenil« may be guilty of "status" offenses, such 
as truancy or running away from home, which are 
not considered against the law for adults, or they 
may have been Involved in more serious offenses 
such as burglary. 

Mrs. Guertiu said the "abilities and talents of 
people vtdunteerin^ are as varied as the young- 
sters." The i»irs »re matched with the help of 
ttie Juvenile's inrobation officer. 

The Federation of Womens- Clubs in the Tide- 
water area will be helping the juvenile justice de- 
partment recruit volunteers for the one-on-one coun- 
seling program. 

In additi(» to the volunteer counselers, Mrs. 
Suertin is lookii« for volunteer homes for juveniles 
who have no place to 'live while the court is making 
disposlttons on their cases. 

"We have five volunteer homes now," she said, 
"and we'd like to haVe 20." 

Youngsters stay with the volunteer families for 
less than six weeks. Often the volunteer home keeps 



the youngster, who may be guilty of no offense at 
all, from being incarcerated in the Tidewater De- 
tention Center. 

"L^'s face it," Mrs. GuerUn said, "truants and 
children who are having problems with their parents' 
are put in detentton withy kids who have committed 
auto thefts and burglaries/" 

And if the Tidewatef Detention Center in Chesa- 
peake is full, putting a child there means moving 
another to the city Jail. Usually the oldest youngster 
at. the center winds tq) behind bars, even though he 
might not be guilty of any offense. 

By placing a youngster in the detention center, Mrs. 
Guertin asserted, "you might be pushing a 17-year- 
old into the Jail. It becomes a checkers game." 
Youngsters under 15 are not moved into the jail, 
she added. 

Families who offer a place for a youngster in 
the Juvenile court system are thoroughly checked 
out before they become volunteer homes by the 
Social Services Bureau. A case worker will visit 
the home too. 

The youngsters who stay in the home do not have 
to have his own bedroom, but they must have his 
own bed, Mrs. Guertin reported. 

The Social Services Bureau looks tor families 
that are stable emotionally and who can handle 
terminating the relationship with the youngster when 
the court decides where the child will live.

Parents should also be able to relate to young- 
sters. Families also must commit themselves to 
the program for a year. 

For families that have trouble sun^rting another 
child, Virginia will pay $4-25 a day, but in most 
cases families absorb the extra expense themselves. 

Most couples volunteer, Mrs. Guertin reported, 
"because adjusted citizens who can respond spon- 
taneously to the kids."

Some materials sink oil to the bottom, of the ocean. 
the OCS report adds, but there is no scientific evid- 
ence to determine if the oil damages the ocean floor. 

Burning agents are not usually effective, it states 
and they also result in air pollution. 

"Since environmental awareness in the oil industry 
is relatively new," the report remarks, "there is a 
great deal of research needed to improve all of the 
above cleanup and containment techniques." 

Research is being conducted, it adds "for the pre- 
sent, however, natural processes will generally have 
to be counted on to do much of the cleaning up after 
a spill." 

The report also warns that Virginia residents 
living alone the ocean "will likely be opposed to oil 
devel(q)m^^ because of the possibility of associated 
pollution, real or imagined." 

Naturalists in the Beach area will be concerned 
about the bird and fish population. 

Experience with oil spills at wells along the West 
Coast resulted in loss of "significant proportions 
of local sea bird populations," the report states. 
In Santa Barbara more than half of the acre's loons 



and grebes were killed. 

"Since many sea birds have relatively low repro- 
ductive rates," OCS study notes, "population recovery 
may be a very slow process." 

The effects of an oil spill on marine life are not 
known, but the report Indicates that spills of re- 
fined oil, rather than the crude product, tend to be 
more destructive to sea life. 

6ut any oil spill probably would cut into the pro- 
fits of the sport fishing industry, the rqwrt adds, 
because it would eliminate trawling in contiminated 
waters. 

More difficult to predict is the effects of a spill 
on marshes, a food supply for all types of fish on 
the East Coast, the OCS report states. 

"Forecasting the economic impact of a catastrophic 
oil spill on the Tidewater area is difficult, but it 
can be said that the impact may be considerable," 
the report adds. 

Coastal states and the federal government are both 
vying for rights to the offshore coastal area be- 
tween the three-mile limit and the 12-mile terri- 
torial zone (see related story), and it is not has not 
been determined who will supervise drilling. 



Under federal control exploratory drilling probably 
would occur by 1977, with construction of the first 
drilling platforms in 1910. 

If Vinjinia tolds the reins, exploration probably 
would take place in 1978, with actual oil drilling 
following in 1981. 

Del. Glenn McClanan has advised against any oil 
drilling within the three-mile limit controlled .by 
Vlrflnia, but he added that most drilling probably 
would occur more than 50 miles from the coast 
aiqrway and therefore come imder federal Jurisdiction. 

McClanan, a member of the Commission to Study 
tbt Energy Crisis in the Commonwealth of Virginia, 
said the group is considering a statute which would 
allow oil, gas and mineral lines on submerged lands 
imder Virginia waters in addition to exploration of 
the coastal shelf within the three-mile limit. 

The legislator said the Virginia needed more facts 
on the impact of exploratory drilling right off the 
coftsUlne before U takes action. 

Envlromental legislation that may be needed to pro- 
tect the coast should also precede any drilling, Mc 
CUnan added. 

Coastal states should also receive a share of the 
fMlertl torematBt'i Itut lavceeds, McClanan said, 





which would ousel costs that result from oil pro- 
duction. 

"Localities, like Virginia fieach, which will ex- 
perience the greatest impact," he noted, "should 
receive a fair portion of these funds." 

The OCS report also urges that Virginia actively 
seek a share of the oil dividends. 

"Some arrangements to pass funds from this source 
^0 the localities seemsonlysimplejustice," the report 
states, "since it is they who bear the brunt of the 
onshore impacts." 

In addition to possible «nvironmental damage, the 
repori says that increased industrial development 
would boost populations in coastal states. 

"Already stressed by population pressures," it 
states, "this coastline would undoubtedly face fur- 
ther stress from OCS oil and gas development." 

The area known as the Canyon Trough, extends 
from Philadelphia to the Virginia-Maryland bprder 
l>efore it curves into the sea. 

Oil companies feel this underwater formation holds 
the bests prospects for drilling. That means that most 
likely site for oil rigs would be the New Jersey 
coast, but no one will know for certain where ex- 
iloratory crews may find black gold.

Cox builds; rirst Colonial hopes

Last basketball season was a sparse and sorrowful 
time for Cox rooters. The Falcons suffered one of their 
worst seasons ever, a 1-18 riecord that got them the 
basement in the Eastern District, their only solace 
a win over Great Bridge. 

Coach Phil Williams will be entering his fifth 
coaching year at Cox as the Varsity mentor. His first 
thoughts probably are where to begin? 

The Falcons lost their prime performer from '73, 
6-3 forward Randy Robinson.

As far as help from last year's junior varsity, 
Coach Williams named a number of newcomers be 
may depend in mid-season, guards Jim Lockie and 
Tyree Brown, 6-0 forward Blaine Cipriano, and a 
sophomore surprise, 6-3 Wamell Garrett. "I think 
Garrett will probably play a lot of ball for us this 
year," says Williams. 

Cox opened its home basketball season Tuesday 
by hosting Bayside. The Falcons next home game 
will be against neighbor and long-standing rival 
First Colonial Dec. 10. 

It may be a while before Coach Williams takes 
Cox to the district tournaments or repeats the team's 
1971 performance. The Falcons went 10-8 that year, 
ending up fourth in the Eastern District and up- 
setting a favored Princess Anne squad in the fir^t 
round of the district tournament. 

But Coach Williams and his squad will be looking 
now more for steady improvement than trying to 
set their sights too'' high, too early. Rebuilding after 
a 1-18 season takes time. Right now, says Williams, 
he's looking for five players who will gel i^to a 
starting team. 

"We're looking forward to the season," says Wil- 
liams. "Our boys are real confident. They've been 



real enthusiastic in practice." 

Since Cox entertains the Eastern District basket - 
bail powerhouse Granby on Dec. 13, the Falcons are 
going to need all the confidence and enthusiasm they 
can muster.

First Colonial has been a Beach school with neither 
great basketball teams nor poor basketball teams. 
The Patriots have nearly always toed the line at

"Last year was, I think, the first we ever had a 
winning record," saiys Patriot coach Alton Hill, just 
in his second year as varsity mentor. 

First Colonial finshed at 9-6 overall in 1973, 
good enough for a fifth place tie in the Eastern 
District. And Hill lost three senior starters in Mark 
Butts, Cleveland Speliman and star performer Bert 
Lewis. Yet the Patriot coach feels that this season 
his young team will hold their own in competitive 
district play. 

One of the main reasons for such optimism is 
returning starter 5-10 senior guard Speedy Gainer.

1974-75 City^Wrestling Preview 
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Tidewater wrestling coaches and fans are sitting 
back this week, waiting for the scholastic season to 
open, and 99 per cent of them will have their eyes 
trained on Cox High School at the Beach, curious 
and --as far as other coaches are concerned — a 
little nervous at what Falcon wrestling coach Bill 
Gutermuth will unveil for the 1974-75 season. 

To begin with, what can you say that has not already 
been said about a high school wrestling team with a 
dual meet victory string of 41 wins without a loss? 

Bill Gutermuth has been at Cox for eight years now, 
seven seasons as head wrestling mentor, and in that 
period of time he has brought Cox and Virginia Beach 
national recognition as a wrestling po^er, compiling 
a personal record at Cox of 68 wins, three losses and 
one tie. 

Esquire Magazine recently featured Gutermuth as 
the winningest high school wrestling coach in the 
country in its 1974 Octol)er issue. 

La$t year, Gutermuth had three state champions and 
five district champions returnii^ to his squad, a team 
that continued the Cox string of wins with a 12-0 dual 
meet record. 

This year, two of those state champions are g<me, 
145-pound Mike Newbum -- a two-time state champ 
in his class -- and James Gaudreau, an 185-pounder 
who was a state performer in 1972. NewtHirn is at 
Blair Academy in New Jersey now, looking forward 
to attendii^ either Slippery Rock College or joining 
former teammate Gaudreau, who is a freshman at 
North Carolina. 

But Gutermuth has six lettermen returning to his 
squad, two of whom -- 98 -pounder Taylor Wooten 
and 105-pounder Bob Battalio — are just sophomores. 



And he also has that third state champion, 126- 
pouiKl Chris Conkwright -- deemed by some of the 
best in his weight division in the country — returnii^ 
for his senior season. Conkwright 's older brother 
Scott -- also a state champion for Cox, at 112- 
pounds --is now a sophomore wrestler at North Caro- 
lina. Gutermuth's other lettermen are 155-pound 
Dennie Slough and 122-pound Timmy Davidson, both 
juniors. . 

The Falcons have a host of seniors .to round out the 
1974-75 edition of the squad, but many have no varsity 
experience, like 138-pound Graham Hudgins. One -- 
football All-City guard Bill Barnette, who would 
wrestle at 185 -- has never wrestled competitively 
ataU. 

But Gutermuth has a number of bright spots in the 
lower to middle-weight classes -- which he calls his 
strong points -- and one is senior USrpounder Chris 
Yerks. At 132, the Cor mentor has two prospects, 
senior Stevie Davidson, and a transfer student from 
First Colonial, Doug Moore. Senior Danny Johnson 
holds down the 167-pound slot. 

For Gntermnth, the competition in Virginia Beach 
ami the Eastern District is getting tougher each year. 
"The com5>etition really is catchin up," he' says. 
"Last year, every Eastern District team but Maury 
placed one boy in the state tournaments. And every 
Beach school had at least one. Kempsville has always 
been tou^h, ami Kellam has been getting stronger, too. 
The coach there has done. a good job." 

The Falcons will open their grayling schedule 
Saturday at Granby. Their first tome match will be 
Dec. 18 when the Falcons entertain Maury. Gutermuth 
has been preparing his team for a home match-up 
Dec. 21 with the Peninsula District's tough Menchville 
squad, and then Dec. 28 against Great Bridge. 
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The 1974 edition of the Sun All-City football team 
was a touf h one to pick, particularly in the offensive 
backfieW cat^ory. There has never been a scarcity 
of good running backs in Virginia Beach and this 
season the city's foottall cup runneth over with 

them. 

Jimmy Britt was the tq? rusher this year on the 
first team All-City squad, rambling for 1,252 yards 
in just 174 carries. Kempsville's Hike Crabtree 
comes a close second - just three yards shy of 
Britt's mark - with 1,249 yards in 238 carries. 
Britt and Crabtree were second and third in the 
Eastern District yardage grab, and following not 
fer behind were Princess Anne's Aubrey Graham and 
Bill Harris of First Colonial, all seniors. Crabtree 
topped the scoring columns with 15 touchdowns, 
and Britt and Graham * followed with 11 apiece. 

Quarterback was ariotter difficult position in which 
to fit a single name, but First Colonial's Tracy 
Moon seems to combine the most desirable traits 
fbr quarterlack in one package. His size and quick- 
ness were perfect for the Patriot wishbone offense. 
And Moon can tiirow, too, connecting for six scores 
alone with his favorite receiver and teammate. 
All-City selection at end. Ron ZolUcoffer. 

The Interior line on the All-City offense averages 
210 pounds but features a quickness and strength 
evident in the running 'power of the player's re- 
spective teams this season, Kellam, KempsviUe and 
First Colonial. Defensively, Patriot tackle Darryl 
Doss and Knight Danny HiU share 475 pounds be- 
tween them, while Princess Anne's Matt Ambrose, 
Kellam's Jim Ferebee and First Colonial's Terry 
Harris fill in the narrow gaps left on the defensive 
line with'an IK-pound average. Linebackers Derek 
Canaan of Cox and another Knight, Alfred Simpson,

Hie funding of the coastal zone management nro- 
gran is its "vulnerable point," according to B<A) 
Laiffi of the Senate's Ocean and Atmosphere Sub- 
committee, "If anybody has to buckle on this issue," 
he added, it will be the coastal zone management." 

But Lane said he does not foresee any "bead- 
knocking'^ between the coastal zone program and the 
Interior Department. He said the coastal zone man- 
agement program director is in close contact with 
the Interior Department on its offshore leasing plans. 

Lane also said Secretary of Interior Rogers Mor- 
ton's statements this month to coastal state governors 
showed a change of attitude toward coastal planning. 
Morton no longer seems to be trying to move ahead 
on offshore leasing without considering what states 
are planning for their coastal areas, Lane reported. 

A state's coastal zone is considered to be the 
area three miles from its shore. The area from 
three-mile zone and the nation's territorial limit 
of 12 miles /"lis under federal jurisdiction. 

This definition of a coastal zone haSbeeh challenged 
by Maine in a suit now pending before the Supreme 
Court. Maine has been joined by other Atlantic 
coast states including Virginia, in claiming extensive 
coastal zone jurisdiction (including offshore leasing 
rights) based on colonial charters. 

According to Truesdell, it is not likely that Maine 
and the other coastal states will win their suit. 

Virginia applied for federal funding for the de- 
velopment of a coastal one plan last August. The 
federal government pay twe-thirds of the cost of 
developing a plan. 

In its an)lication for funding, conservation of the 
coastal zone is stressed and no mention is made 
of energy related land use development Brannon said. 



Among the pnAlems identified in the an)lication 
is that "the eastern short oS Virginia, presently 
rural and relatiTely isolated, is particularly vul- 
oeraftle to landside lmpaq|^ of offshore harbor and 
petroleum development." 

StSte officials tove predicted the Virginia cmstal 
zone plan will be completed and offered for the 
approval of the Secretary of Commerce in Aii^st 
1977, Brannon said. 

Once a state's coastal zone plan is a{vroved, 
Uie Coastal Zone Management Act requires that all 
federal agencies cooperate and act in a way "con- 
sistent" with a state's plan to the maximum extent 
possible. 

This requirement is what enviromentalists are re- 
lying on to challei^e the Interior Department's 
leasing schedule. They argue that federal agencies 
cannot decide their actions until a state completes 
its coastal zone plan, Brannon said. 

Clarification of state ndes In offshore leasii^ is 
one of the aims of a bill called the Energy Sui^ly 
Act of 1974, Lane reported. It contains provisions 
for coordinating leasing with coastal zone manag- 
ment programs. 

The bill passed the Senate, but was the object 
of a jurisdictional battle between two House com- 
mittees. Lane said it will be re-introduced next 
year.

Meais on Wlwels Is pre- 
sently delivering hot meals 
to 20 elderly Virginia 
Beach residrats a day, but 
tte program's ongaoizers 
say that another 80 per- 
sms probably should be 
riecelving the service. 

For many elderly, ac- 
cortlli^ to Meals on Wheels 
secretory Pat Becker, it's 
a matter of pride. 

Un. Becker said many 
elderly people would "sit 
there and eat crackers and 
butter and say, 'No, I don't 
need yonr meals,'" before 
th^ will accept what they 
consider welfare. 

But she em{diasized that 
Meals on Wheels is not 
a welfare program. It does 
kA receive federal, state 
or local Aindii^. 

The program asks 
reciirfents to pay |2 a day 
or $10 a metk for a hot 
meal delivered at lunch- 
time and a sandwich and 
soft drink for dinner. 



"And if peqiile cannot 
pay," Mrs. Becker said, 
"we ado^ ttem." 

Hie dtffereitee is made 
iq> by dMiations from 
Marches, civic groiq^sand 
Mivkluals. 

A lot (rf elderly citizens 
are used to carli^ tor 
themselves, or paying for 
ratside help to come in, 
Mrs. Becker reported, 
"Imt Mw the economy has 
g(»e sky high" they can't 
afford it. 

For many, she addM, 
even |40 a month for Moils 
on Wheels "is a lot of 
money out of a pension 
ctedc." 

If ttey doi't have the 
mcKwy, Mris. Becker said, 
many will do without. 
"There's an awful lot of 
pride with the elderly," 
she added, and many are 
afraid that they wUI be 
ordered into a norsing 
home. 



Meals on Wheels' lundi- 
es and dinners are de- 
livered on weekdays by 
volmteers from ehsrctes 
and civic groiq», Uts. 
Becker said. IteciirieBte 
can recrive the service 
for a few days or periods 
ci time, whatever suits 
ttieir needs. 

"1%ere is no t^e limit," 
Mrs. Becker noted, adding 
that the program has al- 
ready served persons un- 
der 60 

The program recently 
hired a part-time direc- 
tor, Bonnie Aiddos, oA is 
pn^iared to add as many 
as 20 new recii^eats a 
week. Peris(Mis irterested 
in the service should call 
.499-5424 an answering 
service dcmated to Meals 
on Wheels. 

Food is catered from 
Medical Home Center, and 
specially designed dishes 
will keep it hot or cold

At 42, Marine Maj. David Johns might be pushing 
it as an ingenue of the theatre, but it doesn't bother 

him. 

In the current Virginia Beach Little Theatre 
production "The Solid Gold Cadillac," John jumped 
right in with one of the comedy's major roles, 
that of T. John Blessii^[ton, a business world big- 
shot, without ever stepping in front of an audience 
before. 

Johns and T. John think a lot alike, reported the 
fledgling actor. "I'd really like to get into old-T. 
John Blessington," the major laughed. He said that's 
because they both want to make lots of money. 

The Marine is endii^ his military career June 
30 after 20 years in the service, and he already 
has his fillers in a few business enterprises, 
including U.S. Bullion, where J<Ans is the general 
manager. 

"Image-wise, with the corporation, I play that role," 
the actor said, referring to Blessington in "Cadillac." 

Johns said he plans to work hard in business 
and then take it easy. "Pe<^le on the make are lazy 
peoirie," he explained, "because they don't want to 
work." That's his idea of the way it should be. 
Four or five years of hard work, and he'll be home 
free. 

Johns frankly admits that he decided to try out 
for "Cadillac" on an impolse that had Is roots in 
^otism.. "Most of my life I've been on an 40 trip," 
te said. That's how he got Into ttie Marines, where 
be started out as a pilot, an(rtber glamorous role 

As a youi^ster, Johns said be was lured to the 
stage, hit never tried It out Now, at 42, he's break- 
li^ the barrier, "and it's kind of strai«e.' 

He wouldn't have made it withmt the prodding of 
Clavoa Swertifeftr, a secretary in his office wl» 
has a female 1«M In the plav as Laura Partric^e 



She convinced him to read for the play the same 
day that try-outs were scheduled. "She said come 
out and have a look," Johns reported, "and I said, 
i can't do that.' I walked in the theatre awl I didn't 
even have to read. I got elected for the part strict- 
ly on my wrinkles." He said he was the only candi- 
date old enough to pass for I. 3<M. 

Military life is a lot different than l»ckstage, 
3(am admits, although he said he enjoys being around 
tiieatre people. "They're my kind of folks," he added. 
"They're very emotional, you get feedl^ck from them. 
TNy're outgoing, and they don't hide too much." 

Johns said he has already made friends with many 
members of the cast, especially Don Hitman, a 
Little Theatre newcomer who plays Clifford Snell, 
a heinous business attorney. 

Johns Is used to Marine routine, and he found the 
bustlii^ business of theatre somewhat of a shock. 
"The trouble with the theatre, "he observed, "Is 
that it doesn't seem like anybody's in charge." 

In the Marines, Johns comma»ls 30 officers ami 
125 enlisted men In an amphibioos force tralnll* 

school. 

Although most of the MariMS had not seen the 
comedy when The Sun interviewed Johns, be reported 
that many planned to attend the next performance. 
"I p«t out a little flier," he said, "come watch your 
commanding officer twmb." 

So far the Marine major said he has not ei- 
peHemei stage fright. "How in the world can I 
get iwrvous after all tlwse Vietnam twirs?" he 
asked. Johns flew helicopters duri^ the war, and 
later switched to jets. 

1 1te that a lot better," he j<*ed. "Jets are air 
coidtioBed." 

^ JAns is philosoiriiical abwt bis combat ex- 
perietce. "War is a good thitig to come aloi«," 
te saU. "It lets yw know how futile it Is.' 



But he Is adamant about the role of the military 
In keeping world peace. 

"The Marines are the only thing the President's 
got to give him buying time," Johns said. He added 
tttat a Umely show of military power frequently 
averts real flghtli^. 

The performance of "Cadillac" jelled for the first 
time for Johns in the third show during a Sunday 
matinee with a lot of children In the audience. 

The opening performance was almost the first 
time that the actors completed the comedy without 
a break, "and on Sunday," he said, "the performance 
felt comfortable and good" for the first time. 

"The kWs were uninhibited," he added, "and it 
kind of jazBed us and we got the feel of it." 

Remembering lines is not a problem in itself, 
Johns said, "but It's the Inbetween part, getting In 
character and reacting even thwigh you know what's 
comli« next." 

He said he expects the remalnii« performances 
rt "Cadillac" to be less strained and run much more 
smorthly. "I think it will be kind of fun." 

jlowever, Johns, a bachelor who lives in at 1420 
Alavettl St. in Green Run, said he soesn't plan to 
be iB any more theatre productions for awhile. 

"I'll be taisy with pr^iarations to gepMrt'Snie 
Mrvtce," he explained, and then it's head first 
into business enterprise. • / 

j£*ns said he has already help^ organize Vir- 
finia Association of Salesmen, a^^^professlonal group 
designed to improve the business image of the sales- 
man. "We've just incorporated," he added, "and it's 
going like wildfire,* 

Meanwhile Johns will have some practice actii^ 
like a business tycoon in "Cadfllac." Two more 
performances are scheduled, Friday and &tttrday 
at 1:30 p.m. Reservations can be made by callii* 
the Little Theatre box office at 428 -9523. Tickets 
are $3.S for wMU and 12.50 for strtfents.

Pastor Beraaid 8. VU. Jr. called ^ TM "out- 
rageous" In a letter to Vepco, especially because 
the ctairch has used less electricity this yrar than 
last. 

IB im, 4,550 kUowatt hours cost the church |17«, 
while 4,^0 kilowatt hours this year ran a whopping 
|S50, Via reported. 

In a letter to Vepco, Via said, "This increase is 
outraceoHS, This type of in^tionary pressure is a 
threat to tte efforts of many of our most necessary 
commuidty activities." 

Via said he doesn't have any grudge against the 
power CM&pany, although his report on the OctdDer. 
power biU brought sympathetic comments from church 
members. 

"I do not want to give Vepco a hard time," the 
pastor said, "but I kind of wonder," especially 
when the power company is asking for a ratfeof 
increase oo t(q> of the fossil fuel adjustment clause. 

Via saM the chunsh has made an effort to cut out 
wasted electricity. 

. "We put up signs to turfa off the lights," he re- 
ported, "and we have tighter control over the ther- 
mostats." 



The pastor said the three church buildii^s, in- 
eluding a sanctuary, chapel, social hall and 33 rooms, 
Bostty classrooms, are 6t degrees when in use, 
Iwt the thermostat Is turned lower when they are 
empty.

"It's a real serious thing," he reported. "If every- 
thing douMes on us and we receive the same income, 
we'll be able to do half tM much. ' ' 

Altho<«h he said his church had "highhopes" for the 
figure. Via added that other Beach churches are 
seeing a drt^ in finuiclal support from church 
memberis who are pressed by inflation themselves. 

Endangered the most is the local relief work per- 
fbrmed by the Virginia Beach United Methodist 
Church ud oUier churches. Via said. 

"In the last three months," he observed, "calls 
(» us for emergency help have more than tripled." 
As the recessiw continues, Via said he forsees 
even a greater need for churches to help families 
in trouble.

mes music 






to help retarded

J«ss£ ICindley, a Virginia Beach piano 
teacher, reaches out to mentally re- 
tarded youigsters through his music. 

Ot 13 students Kindley instructs after 
he leaves the job as accountant for the 
Southeastern Virginia Training Center for 
Mentally Retarded in Chesapeake, five 
are mentally retarded. 

But Kindley, who lives at 1205 Rivera 
Drive with his wife Fay and his son, 
doesn't like to call his students mentally 
retarded. "I have never liked labels," 
he explained. Instead he prefers to say 
his students "possess the handicap of slow 
learning." 

At one time, Kindley said mentally 
retarded were "looked down upon as 
somebody to stand behind the door when 
company came, but that idea is changing." 

The piano teacher emphasizes a "one- 
to-one" instruction, usually at the stu- 
dent's home, which he feels works best 
with mentally retarded youngsters. 

Kindley said the approach is" relateive- 
ly new," and he doesn't know of any- 
one else in the Tidewater area offer- 
ing individualized music lessons for men- 
tally retarded. 

Public schools have special education 
prc^rams designed to work with groups 
of youngsters, but Kindley, who has l>een 
using music to work with emotionally 
disturt>ed and mentally retarded students 
for three years, rejects that approach. 

"The idea is letting the student do for 
himself - not to help him," he explain- 
ed. When you help, he added, "in a sense 
you make an invalid out of him." 

But when mentally retarded students 
can do something on their own, such 
as play the piano, "it gives them con- 
fidence and a sense of achievement," 
Kindley said. 

He starts out by asking a youngster 
to strike a note and sing the sound of 
the note. "They have a flair for music," 
Kindley asserted,, "and they pos- 
sess rhythm." 



But the instruction is a slow process, 
and the piano teacher warned that parents 
have to be patient. He doesn't guarantee 
success, either. 

Kindley said he believes that many 
educable mentally retarded can learn to 
play a musical instrument fairly well, 
although he said he has not worked with 
a student long eiraugh to prove it. 

"People are reluctant to accept any- 
Mng in theory," he explained, but in 
many mentally retarded students, he add- 
ed, "the potential is there if someone 
can bring it out of them." 

Part of Kindley's confidence is based 
on an experience he said he had with 
an adult student who suffered a mental 
breakdown. She was a computer opera- 
tor, but Kindley reported, "her mind re- 
gressed to that of a 6 year-old." 

He began instructing the woman and she 
progressed to the point, he said, where 
she was able to find a Job through her 
music although she never recovered com- 
pletely. 

Her music "gave her confidence," Kind- 
ley said, "and made her feel like a hu- 
man being again." 

Kindley said be first became interest- 
ed in mentally retarded youngsters while 
he was working in a Catholic orphanage 
and began teaching a mongoloid, retard- 
ed child. 

"I really took an interest in it and 
went into it full force," he said. Now 
be and his wife are opening the J and F 
School of Music for Mentally Retarded 
at 300 N. Military Highway, Norfolk. 

"We'll teach stiidrats in the home," 
Kindley said. "We find, parents like that 
better.^ He alsowill emphasize the child's 
own accomplislunentsf. "We don't say it 
will work," he added. "We hope it 
works,* Training the mentally retard- 
ed takes time." 

The main goaJi of the school, Kindley 
said, "is that the child will be accept- 
ed by peers and tbos€ around him, and 
be able to come intd society - not stay 
in a home like a recluse."

Seatack residents clamor for sewer fines

Seatack homeowners 
aren't willing to sink sav- 
ings into home improve- 
ments as long as raw 
sewage is running in the 
streets. 

Al>out 40 residents 
showed up at Seatack Ele- 
mentary School this week 
for the first of a series 
of community develop- 
ment meetings through- 
out Virginia Beach to ur- 



ge that the money he spent 
for sewers in the low in- 
come black community. 

Virginia Beach's share 
of federal community de- 
velopment funds will be 
$4.2 million over the next 
three years, and a series 
of four public meetings are 
scheduled to drum up sug- 
gestions for the use of the 
money. 

They asserted thai 
sewers would do more than 
anything to end residen- 
tial deterioration and 



blight in the area, because 
the owners would t>e able 
to take pride-in their com- 
munity. 

The federally -fund- 
ed community develop- 
ment program is de- 
signed to upgrade living 
conditions in low and mod- 
erate income areas. 

Project director Rhys 
Kear emphasized that the 
money camiot be used to 
build new housing, but it 
can be funneled into refur- 
bishment of blighted or 



deteriorating neighbcu'- 
boods and into several 
other community projects, 
including sewers. 

One of the requirements 
of the program is citizen 
participation, and the last 
two informal meetings are 
scheduled at 7:30 tonight 
at Bayside Junior High 
School and 7:30 p.m. 
Thursday at Kellam High 
School. The sessions will 
be used to prepare an ap- 
plication for the federal 
.money. 



Seatack residents com- 
plained that the city has 
been promising to install 
sewers for five years, but 
the community has been 
ignored. They also noted 
that the city has been turn- 
ing down permits for sep- 
tic tanks, although com- 
mercial areas three 
blocks away on Virginia 
Beach Boulevard do not 
seem to be affected. 

Seatack received some 
outside support from the 
Council of Civic Organiza- 



tions (CC)) President Joe 
Clugston and from Freida 
Stanley of 2636 E. Kings 
Road, r^resentlng the 
League of Women Voters. 

Clugston said Seatack 
homeowners would be 
willing to rehabilitate 
their homes themselves 
"if there was any hope for 
the area. In the present 
condition in which people 
live in their homes," he 
added, they do not see any 
future and do not want to 



invest money in their 
homes. 

As a result of the lack 
of sewer lines, Clugston 
asserted, Seatack has be- 
come a "truly deteriorated 
and blighted area." 

The ceo president urg- 
ed that the city devote 
its first year funds to en- 
gineer sewers for the 
community "instead of de- 
pending on the capital im- 
provement program to get 
it in here by 1980."

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For foster care 

Center asks 
city support 

The Southeaste.fn Virginia Traininjg Center for the 
Mentally Retarded has asked Virginia Beach to chip 
in $4,485 to help expand the center's adult foster 
care and group home program. 

The request will come before the City Council 
officially next MoiMiay, but center representatives 
personally asked councilmen Iqr. their su^Kurt during 
an informal session this week. 

Dave EMiardt, chairman of the Chapter 10 board, 
said the programs sponsored by the center have been 
operating under a "cash flow problem" all year. He 
explained that "a lot of the money comes after the 
service has been delivered," and the center must 
Iwrrdw operating funds from local banks. 

The center is trying to serve mentally retarded 
persons at home, before they are placed in an in- 
stitution, Ekhardt said, but it also is concerned with 
releasing retarded individuals from state institutions 
at Lynchburg and Southside, which because of lack 
of funding, can do nothing more than play the "ware- 
housing of humans game." 

At least 76 Virginia Beach residents are institu- 
tionalized now, he reported, and the state facilities 
"are the last resort kind of place" when parents 
are filling to sign their children completely over to 
the state. 

Ekhardt noted that there are no young children in 
Lynchburg or Southside, and he said the Southeastern 
Virginia Training Center hopes to enable families to 
keep them at home. 

But to do it, he added, "we need a rapid and vast 
increase in the types of services available in com- 
munities." 

The center also liopes to find places for its patients 
to stay, either in group or foster homes, supervised 
or unsupervised apartments. 

In addition, it must find employment opportunities 
and recreational activities for the retarded patients 
in the program. 

"Owr objective is that all 76 (in-state facilities) 
will come to us," Ekhardt said, and if the center 
takes 27 a year, he added, "it will take us three 
years." 

City Manager George Hanbury recommended 
approval of the organizations' request. Tidewater, 
"desperately needs" its services, he added, to pre- 
vent its residents from being subjected to the "atro- 
cities" at state institutions. 

Or. James Morrey, center director, treating the 
retarded in the community makes better economic 
sense, too. He added, "It costs twice as much to 
maintain a person in an institution as in the com- 
munity." 

He said h^lp from Virginia Beach and other Tide- 
water cities, which have already agreed to chip into 
the project, "will help us get a running start." In 
addition, the money could be used to net matching 
fund grants from the state and federal government. 

However, Councilman John Baum remarked, "I 
get the feeling that from the jail and other things, 
that the state is retrenching, and we'll end up with 
a lot more local cost.s."

The Navy plans to ask Congress for $1.6 mil- 
lion next year to compensate Virginia Beach land- 
owners whose property will be deemed unsuitable 
tor residential development because of its prox- 
imity to flight patterns of jets taking o0 and land- 
isi at Naval Air Station (NAS) Oceana. 

HAS Oceana Commanding Officer Capt. Wilbert 
Knutson said Monday that obtaining easements from 
the property owners is only one solution that the 
Navy has devised as part of a n«w jN-ogram to re- 
duce the complaints and Insure the safety of re- 
sidents living near air bases. 

A one-year study by an Atlanta-based ttrm,R(A>erts 
Associates, recommended that the Navy es- 
tablish Air Installation Compatibility Use Zones 
(AICUZ) around its air stations and encourage re- 
strictions on the land to com|»tible uses. 

NAS Oceana, one of four master jet bases in the 
country, was amcmg the flrst seven naval stations 
studied in the program. 

Updated noise zones, similar to those already 
established around the tetse, have been charted, 
and the Navy also has added new safety zones near 
the base's runways which are areas of high ac< 
cident risk. 

Once the zone maps and plans have been final- 
ized in Washington, which Knutson hopes will be 
in January, he will advise the Beach City Council 
on the land which the Navy considers to be un- 
suitable for housing develc^ments. Presumably, 
Council would consider the Navy's recommendations 
wlien hearing requests for rezoning. 

The $}.6 million will be for only the first phase 
of acquiring property easements in Virginia Brach, 
Knutstm said. If Congress a{9rove8 the request, 
Knutsra said the money could be available by July 
1975. 

In addition to obtaining easements, the Navy also 
would en<»ttrage that the restricted land be used 
for (»npatible industries and agricultural {Hirposes, 
acconU^ to the NAS Oceana commander.

Neptune - 
it's still 
a winner 



Organizers of the Virginia Beach 
Neptune Festival appeared before City 
Council Monday to report on the pro- 
blems and successes of the first 10- 
day festival which they hope to make 
an annual Beach event. The report that 
more than 167,000 persons attended 
the first festival's activities, enjoying 
sports, parades and the other 50 or so 
events, was not a surprise to anyone 
who made the rounds during the autumn 
fling. 

Neither was it surprising that fest- 
ival officials asked the city to contri- 
bute additional funds for balancing the 
budget of the first festival and for 
"seed" money to launch the second un- 
dertaking. The majority of successful 
festivals throughout the country have 
evolved over the years, and it is not 
unusual for festival cities to pick i^ 
part of the tab for producing the cele- 
brations. 

St Petersburg, Fla., contributes 
$50,000 annually to that city's Festival 
of States, and for the past four years, 
the City of Norfolk has allocated 
$32,000 toward its Azalea Festival. 
After the last band had marched and 
the final fireworks had exploded to con- 
clude the Virginia Beach Neptune Fest- 
ival, the staff had spent $148,799. To 
meet expenses, an earlier fund drive 
had produced more than $58,000 in con- 
tributions from Beach businesses, 
and the festival had received $15,000 
from the city, and $4,000 from the 
Chamber of Commerce. Revenue from 
the festival itself netted more than 
$10,000, leaving a deficit of $61,391. 
Allowing for accounts receivable' the 
festival is $48,391 in debt. \ 

The festival committee has asked City 
Council to contribute an additional 
$60,000 -- $50,000 to correct the de- 
ficit and $10,000 to begin work on the 
second Neptune Festival. 

Remembering that the main objective 
of the festival was to unite the residents 
of Virginia Beach in an enjoyable cele- 
bration of their own city, councilmen 
will have a difficult time voting against 
the request. 

If anything, the response of the citi- 
zens was too successful. An estimated 
65,000 persons, many in family groups, 
turned out for the opening day's seafood 
feast, leaving bewildered organizers with 
long lines of hungry celebrants and 
nothing to feed them. 

But, learning from experience, festival 
planners know what to expect next year, 
and there is every reason to believe 
that costs can be reduced while the fun 
and revenues increase. 

Festival officials now are aware of 
what had been unanticipated spending 
and also have promising ideas for rais- 
ing more money on concession and pro- 
granp sales and the like. 

Still, in order to open many, festival 
events at no charge and provide free 
activities for Beach residents, the city 
will need to contribute some money -- 
probably a smaller amount with each 
passing year -- toward sustaining the 
project. 

And for the world's largest resort 
city, some tax money spent on fun would 
be particularly appropriate.

Mayor may get raise 

Virfinia Beach Mayor J. Curtis Payne may be 
in for a raise soon after City Council holds a 
public hearing on a proposed siiary increase from 
16,000 to $8,000 a year for the mayor. 

Council voted Monday to hold a public hearing 
Dec. 23 on the proposal by Bayside Councilman 
Dr. Clarence A. Holland that the city seek a char- 
ter change to allow the $2,000 annual salary in- 
crease for the mayor. If approved, the Virginia 
General Assembly would be asked to so amend 
the City Charter. 

Payne, who abstained from voting on the matter, 
commented that the duties of the mayor's office 
require a lot of time. "It is becoming increasingly 
difficult to do the job properly," he added. 

City councilmen receive $4,800 per year in sal- 
ary, and their pay level would not be affected by 
the increase. 

Cloverkof delayed 

The Independence Boulevard interchange at Route 
44 is one of the casualties of Virginia's recent 
freeze on highway contruction. 

The $2 million project, will sit it out with other 
Virginia highway projects until next fall, when the 
state plans to let its next contracts. 

Motorists now entering the partial cloverleaf at 
the toll road from Independence Boulevard must 
make left turns across traffic. 

A full cloverleaf will end hazardous left-hand 
turns in heavy traffic. A spokesman in the Virginia 
Beach Community Services Department reported 
that the state is still purchasing right-of-way at 
the interchange, but construction could be delayed 
• for more than one year. 

Beoch sand returning

The beach lost approximately one-third of its 
sand when stormy weather battered the Virginia 
coast one week ago. 

A rough surf which pounded the beach also dam- 
aged the 15th Street pier.

Beach bachelor poet 
logs conquests in verse

There is a poem-jotting bachelor on the loose in 
Virginia Beach. 

Steve Lall, an educator and former journalist, who 
lives at 418 Amsterdam Court, is baring verses of 
love and male chauvenism iii a colorful soft-back 
of poems entitles, "The AU-American Bachelor." 

He published the book himself, he said, to avoid 
interference from publishers. He shelled out $2,000 
of his own money for printing and other costs and 
hopes that some publishing house will be interested 
in the collection of poetry as is. 

"I needed one book to sell it," Lail explained, but 
he had to have 1,000 copies printed up. The books are 
on sale for $2.50, and he added "I'm losing money on 
every book I sell." 

Lail admits that, the poems might draw the ire of 
feminists, but he has his own cause -- liberation of 
the American male and defense of the single person 
in a society in which Lail feels marriage is pushed 
upon people. 

"I'm 30 years old and I've never been married 
and V never intend to be," Lail asserted. The book 
shows the "good, bad and beautiful of being single. 
It's not as bad as people would Ukfe to believe," he 
said, "and it's not as good." 

The book even includes a picture of the poet's 
mother along with an assortment of pretty faces and 
voluptuous girls "to prove that I'm not the chauvenist 
I've been called." 

And. Lail added thoughtfully, "does anybody know 
what a male chauvenist is?" 

Some people may take one look at the book's 
cover .-- Lail surrounded by a bevy of attractive 
women -- to come to the conclusion that that's just 
what he is. 

"People say, 'You sure are conceited as hell,'" 
Lail said with a grin as he showed off the cover to 
his poems. Hife reply: "I don't go around broad- 
casting my weaknesses." 

But the poet admits the cover is sensational. "It 
reeks of ego," he conceded, "but if it had a brown 
paper wrapper, who woi|ktpick it ^D?" 

LdU has written dthfer' bdoVs: " '"'Ohf TTickory ! ' ! , 
"The Rainbow Kid," "My Friend Lonesome," and 
"Superst^d, Ltd." He hopes to write a novel someday, 
but he added, "1 couldn't write a straight line."

It is bard to sell poetry, too, Lail acknowledged. 
"It's almost as hard to give away as to sell it," 
he added, but he's trying anyway. 

He hopes he can appeal to men, especially since 
Lail feels most modern day verses, such as Rod 
McKuen's poetry, are directed at women. 

"I've said a lot of things most men are afraid 
to say," Lail asserted, "This is a female society. 
Males have been sold down the river." 

For example, Lail asked, why are jails full of men 
instead of women? "Is it because all men are bad?" 
Instead, Lail said men are forced to do desperate 
things, because they are in the role of provider. 

Another inequity he said is that men to to war in- 
stead of women.

And the ultimate humiliation, Lail <:aid, is that 
men are "constantly looking for attention from a 
female," whether it is their "mother, sister, lover, 
hooker or what."

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Trio battles high prices 
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Homema/cers' art tips 
scales against inflation

At least three Virginia Beacli women aren't taking 
inflation sittii^ down -- unless it's at the sewing 
machine or the kitchen table while they're kneading 
homemade bread or preparing vegetables for canning. 

Liz Tate of 828 Romney Lane, Hazel Valez of 
116 S. Lynnhaven Road and Edna Tate of 609 Raff 
Roab are beating high prices at the supermarket 
and the department store by doing for themselves. 

"I've sort of been waging by own battle against 
high prices even before most people heard the word 
inflation," remarked Liz Tate, wife, mother of two 
and part-time consumer advocate. 

Mrs. Tate, who lives with her husband Claude 
engineering technician with civil service, and two 
children, Janelte, 5, Ruthie, 3, seems to, have the 
system t>eat. 

Sbe sets aside one day a month to bake, and 
furnishes her family with oven warm bread en- 
riched with wheat germ, which she uses to replace 
some of the ilour. Mrs. Tate figures it costs just 
about a quarter a loaf to make bread. 

Her family wouldn't have it any other way. She 
remarked, "My husband says bread you buy in 
stores tastes like cotton." 

But the big money -saver 
for milk. 

She purchases powdered 
size package. To eliminate 
that milk lovers hate, Mrs. Tate spikers her pow- 
der-l)ased brew with a shot of coffee creamer, "and 
I stir it real good." 

Mrs. Tate experimented until she used the right 
combination to serve her family's taste, and added 
proudly, "In most cases they can't tell the difference. "

Edna Tate of 609 Raff Road made this 
quilt completely by hand using sewing 
scraps. She said the project will be a 
family heirloom. 

One of Mrs. Tate's big rules is to buy in bulk. 
She purchases most of her staples in huge amounts: 
25 pounds of sugar and 100-pound sacks of flour. 
She also takes advantage of seasonal meat buys.. 

She stores it all in an 18 cubic foot freezer. "I 
buy in bulk," she explained. "There's hardly any- 
thir« 1 buy that I don't buy the largest." 

Mrs. Tate also shops by avoiding certain items. 
"I don't buy processed foods, convenience foods. 
They're very expensive compared to the raw product." 

For example, a package of a hamburger additive to 
make a meal costs $1.20 a pound on the shelf com- 
pared to 26 cents a pound for the ingredients of 
noodles, iheese, and bouillon. 

Mrs. Tate also avoids name brand products, "es- 
pecially if they're advertised highly " She explained 
that the consumer winds up paying for the advertising 
in the form of higher prices. 

"I'm not saying off-name brands are always as 
good," Mrs. Tate admitted, but many times the less 
expensive product that no one ever heard of is just 

as good. 

"For an example I like to cite aspirin," she re- 
marked. "Plain Bayer aspirin is $1.29 for 100 
tablets," while she found an off- brand for 29 cents 
for 200 tablets. She doesn't believe there is any 
difference in the products because they contain the 
same ii^redient: aspirin. 

"Advertising is expensive, " Mrs. Tate said. "Too 
many people run out and buy stuff just becausf it's 
advertised. They see something on the boob tube 
and automatically reach for it when they go into the 

store. J u , 

Mrs. Tate also avoids products made by large 

monopolies., a^belleves that the larger companies 

can' boost prices, "and that's a major reason why 

we've fiH inflation "

vice president of the Virginia unit and also a drivii^ 



force in the Tidewater Citizens Coalition, a group 
presently enmeshed in a war against higher electric 
rates proposed by the Virginia Electric and Power 
Company (VEPCO). 

She also has tips on conserving electricity, but 
added that Vepco's rate structure really doesn't 
encourage power saving because it gives lower rates 
to consumers who use more electricity. 

She says homemakers can turn the oven off 10 
minutes before the meal is ready, and the food will 
continue to cook. The same goes for electric burners, 
whi«*i retain heat long after they are shut off. 
Mrs. Tate also noted that thermostats in most homes 
are right by the front door and they react to cold air 
coming in when the door is opened. 
The Tates moved their thermostat to another area. 
While Mrs. Tate may be a firebrand, her asso- 
ciates, Mrs. Valez and Edna Tate (her niother-in- 
law) fight inflatiWJ by being creative with crafts and 
making a lot of their goods in the home. 

Both women sew and make crafts, and Mrs. Valez 
is in the process of redecorating her home, including 
painting ami wallpapering andrefinishing the kitchen 
cabinets. 

"We really do it because we have to, in order to 
make it, " said Mrs. Valez. She and her husband, 
Eugene, have two children at home, Michael and 
Cynthia. 

The Valez's have been foster parents, and in 1967 
they were feeding 14 children, but Mrs. Valez re- 
marked that it costs more now to feed four than 16 
persons seven years ago. 

"We've always had a garden and a freezer," 
she reported. The family grows most of its own 
vegetables and fruit and cans them for the winter. 
"I don't see that I'm buying that much more," 
Mrs. Valez said, but she added that she has been 
shocked by the recent hike in food prices. For' 
example, a pound of margarine that sold for 49 
cents six months ago is now 93 cents. 

The cost of food has made many Beach residents 
turn to inflation gardens, and Mrs. Valez said she 
noticed a run on canning supplies. 

Fortunately, she had a stock of jars from pre- 
vious years, "but I had quite a time getting lids for 
them." To avoid next year's rush, she already bought 
canning supplies. 

Mrs. Valez also shops for sales, such as paint and 
wallpaper. She found a two-for-one sale and is pre- 
sently wallpapering rooms at half the usual cost. 
■ Handmrfde Christmas'tifts ire aliio another money- ■ 
saveir. "I make all my Christmas presents," she 
said. For example, she can make an afghan in two 
weeks for about $25, and she added, "I've been 
offered $200 for one." 

Almost all of the clothes her children wear are 
handmade. Mrs. Valez said she steals her ideas 
from clothes in stores. 

"What I try to do is go to a store and see what 
the kids are wearing," she explained, "and then I 
duplicate it." 

She whipped up an embroidered denim pants outfit 
for her teenage daughter for less than $10. The outfit 
had a price tab of $36 in the stores. 

"Inflation worries me," Mrs. Valez said, "not 50 
much for myself, but for the children." 

Her daughter will be 16 woon, she added, and'the 
family traditionally has provided the youngsters with 
their own car. "1 don't know if we'll be able to do it 
next year." 

Like Mrs. Valez, Edna Tate makes most of the 
clothing her 20-year-old daughter wears. She also 
has two married sons and four grandchildren. 

This Christmas, Mrs. Tate iSjj|aking almost all 
of her gifts on her sewing machine; including stuffed 
toys for the /:hildren. 

As a macrame teacher for the YMCA, she also puts 
her craft to whipping up hanging baskets for friends 
and relatives. 

A more challenging project is a handmade quilt 
for one of her grandchildren. "You couldn't buy 
the quilt," Mrs. Tate said, "and it's something they'll 
always cherish."

The quilts are all an completely hand-sewn, Mrs. 
Tate said. "There's not a sewing machine stitch on 
it," she added proudly. "It's an heirloom. Anybody 
could sit and make one on a machine," she explained, 
but the patches probably would pUcker up and it 
wouldn't be the same. 

"I use old scraps," Mrs. Tate said. "I save them. 
I've got barrens full of them." 

She occasionaly purchases some material to carry 
out the color scheme, and Mrs. Tate is not above 
using some modern materials, such as polyester 
filler which makes the quilts completely washable. 

Mrs. Tate finds grocery shopping "the most dis- 
tressing" part of inflation. "You find the prices 
are up 40 to 50 cents on an item sometimes, and," 
she shrugged, "as far as sugar goes. . . ." 

In other areas Mrs. Tate can fight inflation suc- 
cessfully. She does her own decorating, including 
upholstering the furniture. She makes her own drapes 
and slipcovers, installs her own floor tile and makes 
frames for pictures. 

Although she usually works with wash and wear 
fabrics, when dry cleaning is required, she does it 
herself in a coin-operated cleaners. 

The family also saves in other ways. "We have a 
party-line telephone," Mrs. Tate said, and the family 
takes only one newspaper. "We pump our own gas, 
and look for things on sale. " 

However, she said she doesn't go out of her way to 
follow sales, because she frequently finds that ad- 
vertised specials are disappointing. "We get every- 
thing at one store," Mrs. Tate said, "and I don't 
stoj^ at short-stop convenience stores. They're too 
expensive." 

The Tates have a tradition of paying cash for their 
cars, and i^en they want a new one. they save up until 
they can buy It outright. That way, Mrs, Tate ex- 
plained, they avoid highcost automobile l<Mns. 

For Christmas, Mrs. Tate and her husband Claude, 
.who had 20 years in the Navy and 16 years as a 
civilian worker in the Norfolk Naval Shipyard, avoid 
burning outside lights. 

"That makes the electric bill too big," Mrs. Tate 
explained, "and a home is just as pretty with a light 
in the window."

As a money saving mea- 
sure, Virginia Beach City 
Manager George Hanbury 
said he is mulling over the 
idea of leaving the assis- 
tant city manager post va- 
cant permanently. 

Hanbury told The Sun 
this week that he may 
utilize the post of admin- 
istrative aide or an assis- 
tant to the city manager 
Instead of an assistant city 
manager, the post he left 
vacant when he stepped up 
to the city's top admin- 
istrative post one month 
ago. 

Since he has staff 
members working in those 
post, Hanbury said he may 
not add to the administra- 
tive staff at this time as 
an money-saving measure, 

"I'd like to feel my way 
out first," Hanbury said. 
"I'd like to solve my prob- 
lems in-house first " 

The differing adminis- 
trative titles also mean that 
any successor to Hanbury 
wmild fulfill a new role, the 
new city manager ex- 
plained. 

An assistant city man- 
ager deals with the overall 
conceptual porblems of the 
city, while an assistant to 
the city manager special- 
ises in certain areas and 
research categories. An 
ujiminiatrative aide is a 
leg-man (or the manager, 
1Iaid)ury Mid. 

The city manager said 
George Tlnnes, assistant to 
the manager, and Les 
LiUey, administrative 



aide, are already working 
in his office, and he may 
not even have to fill the 
assistant city manager 
post. 

"I'm moving slowly on 
the situation." said Han- 
bury, who has been city 
manager for the last month. 
He filled the position when 
councilmen asked former 
City Manager Roger Scott 
for his resignation. 

One week later Council 
asked Hanbury to take the 
post, and the next week the 
Sl-year old administrator 
netted a $37,080 salary, the 
amount budgeted for Scott. 
It represented an $8,880 
raise for Hanbury. 

One of Hanbury's first 
recommendations was tO' 
create a Department of 
Public Utilities, previously 
part of the Department of 
Community Services, un- 
der .the leadership of Au- 
brey Watts, previously the 
city's personnel director. 

Since then, Hanbury said 
Tom Giroux, a personnel 
officer, has been acting as 
the city's personnel 
director. 

"I've got some people in 
mind" fOr the top person- 
nel post, Hanbury said, but 
he said he is not sure 
whether a replacement 
would come within City Hall 
or (Mitside. 

However, Hanbury said 
an appointment would not 
be far ofi if he decided 
to appoint someone already 
on the city payroll.

Chiefs lose 
to graduation 



Kempsville enjoyed its best basketball season in 
the history of the school last year, finishing with a 
12-7 record and placing fourth in the Eastern Dis- 
trict. In the district tournaments, the Chiefs knocked 
off Princess Anne, and gave the top-ranked Granby 
Comets a scare before bowing to the eventual tour- 
nament champs by a bare three points. 

That was Bill Cochrane's second season as head 
basketball coach at Kempsville. The first week of 
Tidewater scholastic basketball this year finds Coach 
Cochrane looking ahead to a season of no easy games, 
and nights of sweating out the final buzzer. His play- 
ers will be out-manned and out-sized in nearly every 
game they play. 

"We lost all of our height from last year," says 
Cochrane, noting that Chiefs' centers this year will 
not be Bill Waltons at heights of just 6-2. "We're 
going to have a hard time keeping them off the boards." 
Gone from last year's team are Sun All-City stars 
' Britt Glisson and Billy Foster. Glisson, a 6-5 center, 
was leading scorer and rebounder for the squad in 
1973-74. Foster, now a freshman at the University 
of Virginia, averaged 17 points a contest as a 6-0 
guard and had an unerring eye at the foul line. But 
also gone are forwards Gilbert Ashby, John Gil- 
christ and Pat Vowns. 

"We lost five of our top seven starters in all 
the key positions," says Coach Cochrane. "Right 
, now I'm experimenting, trying to find players for the 
positions." 

One player with an assured starting spot is another 
All-City performer, senior forward Oliver Mayfield. 
As a junior, Mayfield averaged better than 15 points 
a game. His 6-2 height represents the sum total 
of Kempsville's board strength this season. 

Yet coach Cochrane has a number of returning 
players. Most are seniors but most also did not 
log much playing time on the 12-7 squad last season. 
David Gilliam, a 6-2 forward reamed with Mayfield, 
is one. Gilliam averaged 6.5 points a game for the 
Chiefs last year. Also returning are 6-0 guards 
Mason Moton and BiHy Womble. Womble was a 
reserve player last season. Of Moton, Cochrane 
says, "I think he'll help me a lot," adding that 
Moton was one of their leading scorers last winter. 
Cochrane's other returners include guards Steve 
Earp, a 5-10 senior, and 6-0 junior Craig Br^m. 
"Bram is a good shooter, a good offensive player," 
the coach says. Cochrane's biggest player is reserve 
center Craig Bernick. The 6-4 Bernick weighs just 
175-pounds, so Cochrane hopes to sti*engthen him 
with a little board experience this season. 

Upcoming junior varsity players include 6-0 junior 
guard Billy O'Dell and one of Coach Cochranes best 
prospects, 6-2 170-pound junior forward Kevin Newton.

Wrestling at Princess Anne High School this winter 
should be a boon to the hungry fans from the city's 
oldest school. Coach Arnie Davis - beginning his 
eighth year with the Cavaliers - is looking forward 
to the scholastic grappling match-ups, confident 
that his squad is going to enjoy the profits of the 
hard work they've put into their skills in practice. 
Davis' squad last season went 6-4 in dual meets, 
finishing mid-way in the standings of the Eastern 
District tournament Says Coach Davis, "We could 
have done better, but we had a young team."

Craig Vosler, tough tWo^Waf football performer 
for Princess Anne, will be beefing up the upper 
weight classes in the 167-pound position. Vosler, 
a senior, wrestled at 155 last season, but Coach 
Davis expects steady performances from the young 
Cavalier. 

The heaviest of the grapplers on the Princess 
Anne team is heavyweight candidate Mike Roenker, 
a 220-pound sophomore. Davis is impressed with 
Roenker's strength, but points out that he has never 
wresUed scholastically before. At 185, there is 
another Cavalier without varsity experience, jun- 
ior Mike Josephs. But Josephs wrestled a full sched- 
ule last year on the junior varsity, finishing with a 
6-4 individual record. 

The Cavaliers travel to Booker T. Washington 
for a mat match there Saturfjay, then move back 
to the Beach for a Dec. 18 match at Kellam. Prin- 
cess Anne's next home meet is Jan. 4, when Bill 
Gutermuth's Cox squad drops by to pay their re- 
spects. 

Princess Anne wrestling teams have been tradi- 
tionally winning in the dual meet slates but not 
performing well in the tournaments point-wise, even 
in the 1972-73 season when the Cavaliers finish- 
ed 9-1 - Nolan, a junior then, was a state champion - 
but their tournament finish was disappointing. 



Still, Davis is optimistic. "I'm looking for Ven- 
jumea, Black, Dickerson awl Rogers to come through 
for me this year, " says the coach. "Cox, Kellam, 
Norview and KempsvlUe will be tough. I think we're 
going to have a good season."

Bruce Biehl at Bayside and Keith Lowrance at 
Kempsville share the honors for l)eing the two 
youngest varsity wrestling instructors in the city. 
Biehl is in his rookie season in Beach and Eastern 
District competition, while Lowrance broke in last 
season. 

And when you can break your way into Tidewater 
compeUtion with a 9-1-2 dual meet record, you must 
be doing something right. 

Kempsville was the strongest wrestling school in the 
city last year, secondonlytoCox- it's only dual meet 
loss — and was the third strongest In the Eastern 
District, tying Norview when they met in dual meet 
competition. Norview finished second in the district. 
Coach Lowrance had three state champions last 
season, all seniors, so the problems of repeating 
last year's success began to show themselves. 

Gone from the Chief's grappling squad are state 
performers Bob Wernick, Mark Storey and Steve 
Burlige. Wernick, now a freshman on the University 
of Tennessee's varsity squad, took state honors at 
119-pounds, Storey at 132 and Burlige at 145-pounds. 
Lowrence will miss his three strongmen, but he has 
a number of key returners coming back for this 
grappling season, and if you listen to what other 
Beach coaches are saying about the Chiefs, they're 
anything but weak In 1974. 

Yet starting at the 98 -pound slot, the Chiefs have 
a freshman, Wayne Martin. Lowrance has already 
tabbed him as a starter this season. At 105 pounds, 
there is returner Dana Jackson, whom Coach Lowrance 
calls a "good prospect." Jackson went to the state 
meets last winter. 

One of the area's top contenders at 126-pounds, 
according to Lowrance, is his own Bobby Tata. Tata 
will have a rough time in that slot this year since he 
will be meeting with Cox's state champion Chris 
Conkwright. described as the top 126-pound high school 
grappler in the naUon. But Lowrance has a opinion 
of Tata, and expects a good mat season from the 
Chief's football kicking specialist. Tata is a senior. 
At 119-pounds is another football player. Rick 
Halprin. Halprin was behind state champion Bob 
Wernick last year, and played on the junior varsity. 
"He might be a surprise," says Lowrance. 

At 145, Lowrance has another freshman, Pete 
Kitchens, and at 155-pounds a California transfer 
student, Bob Reich, a Junior. Mark Rimarski, an 
All-City football tackle and state mat performer, 
ties down the 185-pound slot. But Rimarski, a senior, 
suffered an elbow injury and will not wrestle for 
the early part of the season. At heavyweight is one 
of Rimarski's football teammates, junior Frank Lilley. 
Lilley weighs in at 235-pounds but is green as far as 
wrestling experience goes. 

Lowrance, who coached wrestling at Granby for 
ttree years, turning out state champions like Abe 
Martinea and David Martin, knows what the com- 
petition is like in the Eastern District. "Wrestlers 
here have such good skills." says Lowrance. "I 
would say it's the most skillful wrestling area in the 
state, even the whole country. I've been around, and 
this area is one of the best." 

So Keith Lowrance is cautious about revealing the 
strei«ths -- or weaknesses - of his squad. "We have 
a few seniors, but they're Inexperienced, "he says. "R 
looks to me like it's going to be a real Ught season with 
a lot of rough competition." 

The Chief's next two dual meets are at home. Low- 
rance's squad entertains Granby Saturday night, then 
Bayside next Wednesday. The junior varsity begins 
at 6:30 p.m. The varsity matches b^in at 8 p.m.

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Fear of success: 



The evil eye' still alive and kicking today

It is hard to believe that people fear success. 
According to Haimowitz and HaimowitE, human de- 
velopment specialists, "more people fear success 
around the world than they do failure." These auth- 
ors speai( of the "evil eye" as the fear of success - 
meaning that calamity will fall in the hour of suc- 
cess, that afflictions will harass the prosperous. 
The Italians call this "jettatura" and among the Jew- 
ish, it is called "nehurrah." 

To the American Indian and prerevolutionary New 
Englanders the evil eye or power to afflict was 
attributed to witches. Those who were accused 
of being witches were usually poor, miserable, eld- 
erly and crippled - persons with less than their 
neighbors. The evil eye was obviously the envious 
eye. It is well accepted that poor people have en- 
vied the rich from time immemorial. The rich 
empathize with the poor, hating themselves as they 
are hated, and cursing the poor for this vicarious 
misery. 

William Sumner, classical writer on society, wrote 
in his "Folkways" in 1906 describing the fear of 
sucess or evil eye. He mentioned, for instance, 
in Bornu that when a horse is sold, if it is a fine 
one, it is delivered by night for fear of the evil 
eyes (convetous and evious eyes) of bystanders which 
might lose control and steal it. The cloistering and 
veiling of women was intended to protect Uiem, 
especially if they were beautiful, from the cove- 
tous eye. The notion of evil led to covering some 
parts of the body and so to notions of decency. 
Fig leaves, strips of leather, clothing, etc., catch 
attention to divert the evil eye from the organs 
which are valued.

There are a number of customs among people 
which seem clearly to be an attempt to hide their 
success. In the East Indies, the phallus, or the 
symbol of it, is a charm against the evil eye. Ro- 
man boys wore such a symbol. In India they used 
teeth or claws or obscene images or strings of 
shells. 

Mohammed believed in the evil eye. Children, 
horses and asses were disfigured among Moslems 
to protect them from the risk they would suffer 
it beautiful. Homer's heroes were taught as a life 
policy to avert envy; self-disparagement was an 
approved pose. Soldiers of Rome followed the char- 
iot of the triumphant general and shouted derisive 
and sarcastic verses while the populace showered 
him with small stones and garbage (as we shower 
the bride and groom with rice and tie cans to their 
cars). 

Modern Egyptians leave their children ragged and 
dirty especially when out of doors for fear of ad- 
miration and envy. Boys are greatly envied so to 
protect them they keep them dressed in girls' 
garments. In China children are often given ugly 
naines like flea, hog, dog and the like. In southern 
Europe one does not permit his children to be 
praised or caressed. If someone does admire a 
child, he should spit on it three times or say "what 
an ugly child." When a young girl first menstru- 
ates her mother may slap her or spit on her. 

The fear of success, the need to hide or to deny 
assets, or in some instances, the need to fail is 
an expression of "the evil eye syndrome." It is 
difficult to find any society in any period of history 
where this phenomenon has been absent. 

In the first book of the Bible, Genesis, we find 
the story of Adam and Eve's discovery of the fruit 
of the tree of knowledge. They ate this fruit and 
their reward for being curious and exploratory 
(and we shouldn't forget disobedient) was to be 
shamed. Their eyes were open, and for it they were 
turned out of the garden. The lesson is that if you 
discover something new (or if you taste of the good 
fruit of the tree of knowledge or the seet taste of 
freedom or success) you may be punished. A similar 
theme is repeated in the children of Eve where 
Cain, the less successful farmer killed his brother 
Abel. The moral here is that if you do too well your 
brother may kill you. 



Today some women, alter buyir^g a fur coat, 
fear to wear it lest it become soiled or torn or 
stolen - at least that is what they say. If questioned 
more closely, it often turns out that they fear the 
envious glances of their sisters without fur coats. 
Some men can never wear their best pants or the 
tie they really like. They may have new ones, but 
would rather use the old. This suggests thrift you 
say - sometimes it's part of the taboo of society 
which says one must not boast or show off one's 
success. To some this means one must not have 
success. 

What often passes for modesty or humility, ben- 
evolence or altruism, has the same underlying feel- 
ing. If I do well, or show that 1 am doing well, or 
take what I want, others will hate me. 

Humble kinds of success may also be fraught with 
auxiety. To the obese, a successful self is not so 
heavy. The obese person who wants to reduce some- 
times suffers from fantasies of dying of starvation, 
or looking like a skelton, or becoming ill if he 
should reduce to normal weight. 

One of the ideals of our society is the rugged 
individualist although this is changing somewhat. 
One should be productive, creative, aggressive and 
fight for what is right regardless of where the ma- 
jority is heading. Although such vigor is ideal, 
most people experience considerable ambivalence 
about achieving it. There is both desire for it and 
fearful avoidance of it. 

On one occasion, I had a student come to aie in 
te8r»~iy«e<i^se she had made a perfect score on a 
test in my class. When this was found out, the 
woman told me many of her peers greeted her with 
invectives - hence her visit to me was to contend 
it was chance. The sorrow of success. 

The origin of the fear of success comes early 
in life, in fact from childhood. For some the sign- 
ificant early experiences are so severe that the 
fear of success, the need to conform, establishes 
rigid limits of living. Any temptation to compete, i 
to strive, to create or to own brings with it such 
severe anxiety that the individual withdraws within 
the area of safe status quo. Some achievement is 
expected to reach the status quo, such as buying 
a car, getting a home, a better job or the like. But 
anv more can induce the anxiety syndrome. 
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A bright girl from a cotton mill worker's family 
was encouraged to go to college, scholarships were 
obtained, and the day for departure arrived. But the 
girl wouldn't go. The fear of doing what no other in 
her family had done was too much for her ego to 
suffer. 

Those areas which condition one to fear success 
develop from the universal experience of envy. 
Everyone h^s wanted what someone else has. This 
is often experienced in the Oedipus Complex and in 
sibling rivalry. The less fortunate child envies the 
more favored. Children who feel loved can tolerate 
the experience of another child's getting some needed 
clothing or food or attention without intense hate, 
but some cannot. 

A second foundation is the extent to which parents 
can tolerate strength and adequacy in their children. 
Many parents are able to be protective and tender 
when children are docile and weak, but when they 
become assertive and grow larger, they are put 
down or told Dad's accomplishments cannot be top- 
ped. Competition from parents can be death-deal- 
ing. 

Parents frequently give many "don't succeed" 
lessons to their children even before the age of 2. 
One of them is "you are bad" said to a child unable 
to complete toilet training. At this point words have 
much less meaning than the manner of delivery. 
Another message is that the world is evil - don't 
touch, those children are bad, men are out to get 
you." Still another is "you are not important, my 
needs come first" as seen in the mother whose in- 
fant is left to cry all night because the mother doesn't 
feel like feeding or changing him. There are other 
messages such as "don't grow up, don't be who 
you are or like your Aimt Mary! Don't ask 
questions - just make the bed the way I wish." 

In our stratified world, girls can't be brilliant, 
women can't participate in man's world, boys can't 
be interested in cooking. Changes are taking place, 
but only slowly. Families and societies are still 
faced with incredible conflicts that are passed down 
to the children: 

Be generous, but don't give away the bread. 

Be the l)est, but be nice to everyone. 

Love people, but don't talk to strangers. 

Fear of success today is not principally a sor- 
cerer's brew, but is taught by you and me, and it 
can kill as deadly as the hex.

Clugston also noted that 
the sewer project in Sea- 
tack would cover several 
target areas for whicli the 
community development 
funds are designed, tang- 
ing from improvement of 
blighted areas, coii.serva- 
tion of the enviroment and 
even removal of l)arriers 
to the elderly and handi- 
capped. 

"Removal of outhouses 
I cant think of anything 
to help older people better 
than that," he remarked. 
K3ar, noted that the city 
will receive only $11.5 
million in community de- 
velopment funds in the next 
six years, and sewers in 
Seatack would cost at least 
$10.5 million. 

However, Clugston sug- 
gested that the fii.st $4.2 
million the city receives 
by 1977 could be used to 
tap federal funds for sew- 
ers and possibly provide 
low interest loans to cover 
tap on fees for Seatack 
residents 

"These folks down here 
could definitely use some 
low interest loans." he 
said, if to do nothing else 
but be able to flush their 
toilets." 

Susan Whitehurst of 213 
St. Paul St. said Seatack 
residents "are getting the 
feeling still that they're 
being pushed aside" by the 
city. "We were here be- 
fore Green Run and Wind- 
sor Woods," she remark- 
ed, "and they're getting 
all the priority" because 
the developers have 
enough money to put in 
sewers. "I'd like to see 
something reallv done to 
help the people in this 
area." 

She suggested that Vir- 
ginia Beach look into a 
federal program underway 
in Suffolk in which sew- 
ers were installeti in low 
income communities and 
residents could l.ip on ai 
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low fees. 

A low interest loan from 
the city, Mrs. Whitehurst 
added, would help because 
most Seatack residents 
have small incomes and 
would be unable to handle 
high interest rates and 
payments for sewers. 

Mrs. Stanley said the 
League of Women Voters 
also places sewers and 
water lines in top priority 
for community develop- 
ment spending. After that, 
she suggested that the city 
rehabilitate deteriorating 
homes that are structur- 
ally sound. 

Another way the city 
could use community de- 
velopment funds could be 
for land acquisition for 
future low income bous- 
ing, she reported, or for 
op«n s{»ce areas and 
mini-parks. 

Also a possibility would 
be acquisition of land in 
land lianks for the city. 

Residents also com- 
plained that requests for 
sleptic tanks in Sea- 
tack have been rejected 
while businesses three 
miles away along Virginia 
Beach Boulevard seem to 
have no problem. 

Kear explained that the 
clay soil in parts of Sea- 
tack is not suitable for 
septic tanks. 

Betty Rogers of 208 S. 
Birdneck Road also said 
she favored low -cost loans 
to upgrade Seatack.

Kempsville fights 
Baxter roadwork 



Virginia Beach Council- 
man Dr. J. Henry McCoy 
and his Kempsville con- 
stituents don't think ex- 
tending Baxter Road to 
Churchill Drive is the an- 
swer to a motorist's pray- 
ers - especially if he lives 
in Kempsville, 

McCoy said he has been 
getting daily phone calls 
from citizens opposing the 
city's proposal to link the 
two residential streets and 
make a major artery 
through the Kempsville 
area. 

The councilman said re- 
sidents also adamently op- 
pose any action which 
might encourage a freeway 
interchange at Churchill 
and the planned False Cape 
Parkway to the south. 

The city staff has re- 
commended that Virginia 
Beach acquire right- 
of-way for a major inter- 
change at Churchill and 
the proposed route of Fal- 
se Cape Parkway. 

The land acquisition 
would be insurance that 
land would be available 
and would not necessar- 
ily be used for an inter- 
change, the city staff in- 
dicated, which probably 
would be placed at Kemps- 
ville Road if the parkway 
is ever built. 

The Baxter Road exten- 
sion is just part of the 
transporUition package the 
City Council is expected 
to approve next weelc. 

City Manager George 
Hanbury said the extension 
would give Lark Downs 
residents a more direct 
route to Kempsville Jun- 
ior High School, but he 
added that Kempsville re- 
sidents were against it. 
He explained that they do 
not want a major roa:d cut- 
ting through their neigh- 
borhood, "and they; feel as 
if the road crept up amnfig 
them." 

McL'oy agreed. "These 
homes were Iwught and 
built before the road came 
along," he reported. Un- 
like the Old Donation 
Parkway, where road 
plans preceded develop- 
ment, he added, "these 
people have a very leg- 
itimate argument." 

The councilman also 
said that the community 
is already surrounded by 
a triangle of four-lane di- 
vided highways - Princess 
Anne Road, Providence 
Road and Kempsville 
Road. 

However, Community 
Services Director Wil- 
liam Fleming said the tra- 
ffic problems in Kemps- 
ville are more complex 
than the single Churchill 
Drive. 

Edwin Drive is the only 
street linking Holland and 
Princess Anne, Fleming 
reported, and the narrow 
street is carrying al)out 
10,000 a cars a day. "It's 
the only through road," 
he added, "and I'm amazed 
people haven't been killed 
there." 

Fleming also assured 
McCoy that it would be 
years hetore anyone act- 
ually began building an in- . 
terchange at the parkway. 

"That's just the point," 
the councilman argued. 
"People want assurance it 
won't come through 
there." 

McCoy suggestied that 
the city study the triangle 
cut bv the Princess Anne 



Road, Kempsville Road 
and Providence Road to 
determine if the Bax- 
ter Road extension is the 
best way to solve traffic 
problems in Kempsville. 
He said surface roads in 
the area should serve lo- 
cal traffic and not bom- 
bard the community with 
unwanted cars from other 
areas. 

"The staff is looking for 
a way to increase the flow 
of traffic," he told a re- 
porter after the meeting, 
while residents want the 
opposite. "And I'm up 
against the wall." 

"The councilman said he 
thinks there may be other 
alternatives rather than 
extending Baxter, and 
he's hoping that other 
councilmen will see it his 
way when the vote comes 
Monday. 

"I might get a little sup- 
port," McCoy said, "but 
it's not their borough." 
Kempsville residents 
are even more opposed 
to the idea of a freeway 
interchange at Churchill 
antj, False Cape Free- 
way. 

Although the Council 
may l>e acquiring the 
right-of-way simply as a 
safeguard, Hanbury said, 
"people feel like they're 
living on a powder keg. 
They con't know when 
Council will ever exercise 
that option." 

However the city man- 
ager said that any inter- 
change on False Cape 
Freeway probably would 
be at Kempsville Road. 
Otherwise, he added, the 
city would have to just- 
ify two interchanges so 
close to one another. 

However, Fleming urg- 
ed councilmen not to throw 
away their options. The 
area is undeveloped land 
now, he noted, and "it's 
tough to go back and buy 
houses. If we had done 
this on Virginia Beach 
Boulevard," he added, 
"we'd be way ahead of the 
game." 

Councilman John Baum 
suggested that the city 
prepare a highway sum- 
mary for residents so they 
can easily find the cur- 
rent status of projects, 
proposals and a general 
statement "that gives peo- 
ple some idea of what's 
coming down the pike." 
At the same meeting, 
councilmen also reviewed 
other highway proposals, 



including Old Donation 
Parkway, a cloverleaf and 
extension at Diamond 
Springs Road and Wesle- 
yan Drive, and the Holly 
Road loop. 

Hai4>ury reported that 
cost of the six- mile Old 
Donation Parkway will be 
$9.3 million, including re- 
inforced concrete bridges 
with 16-foot clearances. 

The city also owns 90 
per cent of the right-of- 
way for the project, he 
added. 

Fleming said the city's 
share of construction 
would be $1.5 million if 
it is classified as an ur- 
ban project. 

In <K)mparison, he add- 
ed, motorists lo^e $1.5 
million each year in time 
and » gasoline using cir- 
cuituous routes which the 
parkway would replace. 

Councilmen also quiz- 
zed Fleming on the need 
for a cloverleaf at the 
intersection of Diamond 
Springs Road and Wes- 
leyan Drive. 

"Fifteen to 20 years 
down the road we may 
need this," Fleming re- 
ported. "The cheap time 
to do it is now," before 
the area is developed. 

He recommended that 
the city purchase the 
right-of-way and sell 
it later if the clover- 
leaf is not needed. 

The staff also explain- 
ed a proposal to lower 
right-of-way require- 
ments along Holly Road 
from 90 to 60 feet. The 
60-foot width would be 
enough for four lanes, ac- 
cording to city plan- 
nier Mike Wortley, if the 
city ever decides to 
widen Holly Road. 

Many motorists use the 
Holly Road loop to 35th 
Street as a shortcut to 
Pacific Avenue. If Atlantic 
and Pacific Avenues ever 
become one-way, he add- 
ed, "the staff feels Holly 
Road will never, have 
to be four- lane." 

Councilman Patrick 
Standing said he would hate 
to see scenic Holly Road 
widened in any case. He 
remarked, "People should 
just have to slow down." 

According to Fleming, 
the Holly Road right-of- 
way change will mean that 
the city must only acquire 
a 60-foot clearance in- 
stead of 90 feet if proper- 
ty undergoes develop- 
ment.

City loans festival $45,000

A $45,000 no-mtcrest loan - with do terms 
for rei»yment - from the City of Virginia 
Brack to the Neptune Festival was author- 
ized Monday by City Council. 

Combined with a $15,000 contribution pre- 
viously appropriated the loan brings the city's 
total investment in the festival to $60,000. 

Festival organizers had asked council- 
men last week for $60,000 - $50,000 to 
pay off debts incurred by unanticipated ex- 
penses of the first festival and $10,000 
as seed money for the 1975 festival. 

The initial festival cost $148,799, and af- 
ter contributions and revenues totaling more 
than $87,000, the festival was left with a 
deficit of $«,391. 

In an informal session discussion with 
festival Executive Director Frankie Abour- 
jiUe and Earl Willis, president of the 1975 
festival, aMncilmen encouraged organizers 
to se^ additiwal avenues for financing 
the event. 



City Manager George Banbury, saying the 
city should be a "minor participant" in 
funding the festival, recommended that fes- 
tival officials gather greater support from 
the business community. 

In a letter to councilmen, Hanbury re- 
commended that the city comply with the 
festival's request, but he added during the 
discussion, tteit Council should require a 
financial breakdown of the festival's tweets 
for both this year and next year. 

WiMis promised to ^bmit a mrathly 
report of the festival's expenses and re- 
venues. 

Several Councilmen expressed reser- 
vations ovei' the future city funding of the 
festival, repeating Hanbury 's sentiments that 
the city not incur too large a percentage 
of the cost. 

At-large. councilman R(*ert Cromwell, 
who cast the only dissenting vote in the de- 
cision to loan the festival $45,000, asked 
if any effort had been made to collect the 



deficit from businesses. 

Willis said his committee was planning 
an Immediate fund drive for the 1975 fes- 
tival ami it would be difficult to ask for 
other contributions so soon. 

Kempsville Councilman Dr. J. Henry Mc 
Coy told Willis, "You've got to get your 
house in order before you can go ahead." 

Craacil's decision to provide a no-in- 
terest loan* Instead of an outright grant 
as f^tlval organizers had requested was 
an indication of the city's hesitancy to 
commit itself to future financial support of 
the festival. 

In castii^ his dissent, Cromwell said, 
"I am not against the festival in any shape 
or form." Because there were no provisions 
for repayment, Cromwell said he could not 
"rationalize the I(»n since there was no 
incentive to pay it back." 

At-large Coimcilman Charles Gardner ab- 
stained from voting in the 9-1 decision since 
the festival owes money to his hotel.

Tomon-ow- plan 
wins $35,00Cr 

for Beach study 



"Virginia Beach To- 
inorrow," a project de- 
signed to produce goals for 
the "ideal" Virginia Beach 
of the future, was fund- 
ed by City Council Mon- 
day at a cost of $35,000. 

The project, to be di- 
rected by Brookings In- 
stitution, a non-profit 
"think tank" in Washing- 
ton, D.C., was proposed 
to Council Nov. 25 by the 
Virginia Beach Associa- 
tion, an organization of 
local businessmen. 

Once completed, the 10- 
month program will result 
in a written policy state- 
ment of the "ideal" Vir- 
ginia Beach and a step-by- 
step plan to shape the city's 
future for the next 10 to 
20 years, according to 
Robert Stanton, vice- 
chairman of the associa- 
tion. 

A committee including 
representatives from 
Council^ Planning Com- 
mission and the Council 
of Civic Organizations 
(CCO) will be appointed 
Monday to coordinate the 
Start of the project. 

Vice-mayof George 
Ferrell and Pungo Coun- 
cilman Floyd Waterfield 
cast the only dissents in 
the 9-2 decision to under- 
take the project, Ferrell 
said the city had other 
growth plans on the shelf 
"that's dusty now." 

Citing economic rea- 
sons, Waterfield commen- 
ted, "I feel it's time to 
tighten up on our belts. 
My vote is no reflection 
is on the Virginia Beach 
Association." 

CCO President Joe 
Clugston spoke against the 
project, saying the city 
has plans for action al- 
ready on the books. 

Robert Richards, un- 
successful candidate - for 
the 2nd Congressional 
District seat last Novem- 
ber, also opposed the pro- 
ject. His statement, read 
into the record by the city 
clerk, said the project is 
unnecessary "because we 
have the tools for the job 
already." 

Referring to the city's 
own managed growth plans, 
Beach Borough Council- 
man Robert Callis said, 
"I see some areas where 
they overlap, But we are 
not in any way abandoning 
theMVork done by the city 
staff." 



Last week, Councilmen 
John Baum, Patrick Stand- 
ing and John Griffin told 
The Sun in separate in- 
terviews that they viewed 
the Brookings' project as 
a method of injecting cit- 
lEen imput into the city's 
policy making decisions. 

"Unless someone can 
come up with a better way 
to involve residents in our 
loag-range planning, I'll 
have to go along with this 
pr<q?osal," Standing said. 

Under the "Virginia 
Beach Tomorrow" pro- 
gram, urban and economic 
consultants will conduct 
all-day seminars one Mon- 
day a month for 10 months 
with a panel of from 40 
to 60 Beach residents cho- 



sen to represent a cross- 
section of the city. 

That citizens committee 
is expected to be named 
in January. 

According toStanton.the 
panel will define the pre- 
sent situation of the city, 
then choose the best pos- 
sible alternative for the 
future. Then, a step-by- 
step plan to achieve the 
Koals would be devised. 

Brookings whose endow- 
ment will finance a share 
of the Beach project has 
conducted similar pro- 
irams in more than SO 
places in the United States 
and abroad, including 
Memphis, Phoenix and New 
Orleans.

There's a tnove in Congress to put 
the lawmakers on a three-week legislative 
schedule, which would give ttiem the 
fourth week of every month to tend to 
business at home. 

The plan is hailed by its proponents 
as a constructive alternative to the 
"Tuesday-Thursday club," which is a 
sly acknowledgment of frequent Monday 
and Friday absences of congressional 
members from distant districts.

We need not renounce civilization to 
live at Walden Pond. But it is consoling 
sometimes to know that Walden, or 
something akin to it, is stijt there.

The American people, to paraphrase 
words attributed to Voltaire, may agree 
with the thrust of criticism between the 
White House and Congress, but serious- 
ly question the right of each to express 
it. 

The efforts by the two branches of gov- 
ernment to duck responsibility for get- 
ting ttte nation (Mjt of its economic mess 
are unconvincing to the suffering public. 
Consumers, squeezed by the multiple 
pressures of inflation, energy shortages 
and a limping economy, are unsympa^' 
thetic with the bickering over ttie travel 
habits of the President and the law- 
makers.

The fearlessness airf vigor in supporting his 
views in shaping the administration's pol- 
icies, although sometimes angering his farm 
constituents because of his bluntness, have 
i»vertheless earned Butz their respect and 
that of President Ford. Consequently, I 
predict that, regardless of the number of 
Niion holdovers whom President Ford may 
replace, he will keep Butz. 

Having said that, 1 also desire to ex- 
press agreement with Secretary Butz that 
it would be nice were we able now to 
puretose Cuban s^ar, because of the pre- 
»Bt sxiremely W^ i^ces and scarcity 
of supply of that commodity - a view ex- 
pressed by him a few days afo. However, 
we must under no circumstances "nomalize" 
relatiMis with Castro's Cuba in order merely 
to get some sweets and perhai^^me cigars. 
While there exists in Cuba a Soviet-Russian 
<tominated anti-United States Commjjwst re- 
gime. How could there Iw a "Mmalisatlon" 
with a governmental organizatiiM in CuIm 
of the m<M aboonnal kind? 



If what Secretary Butz bad in mipd was 
a continuation of the United States Cuban 
emt^rgo indefinitely - until such time when 
a new govenment is instituted io Cuba friend- 
ly to the United States - then I am in 
wholehearted agreement. Certainly we do 
not want to have diplomatic relations to- 
day with Castro's nnfrieDdly gorernmeat 
in Cuba, a government dominated by the 
Soviet Union, where 150,000 bolitical pris- 
oners have been incarcerated, and from 
which a million exiles have seen fit to es- 
cape.

Old Donation Parkway 
remains a part of Virginia 
Beach's Master Transpor- 
tation Plan today after City 
Council defeated a motion 
Monday to delete the pro- 
posed 6-inile thoroughfare 
from the plans. 

The parkway was only 
one of 33 amendments to, 
thfi^ Master transportation 
pflan'to coni^ l>ef6re Coun- 
cil Monday, and the city 
Planning Department was 
asking councilmen to 
change the alignment of 
the road to reflect recent 
dedications. 

But Lynnhaven Borough 
Councilman J(^ R. Grif- 
fin of(ered a substitute mo- 
tiOD calling for the entire 
deletion of the proposed 
road. Originally, Old Do- 
nation Parkway had l>een 
plauied as a major east- 
west artery from North 
Witchduck Road to the 
oceanfrcwt, but the portion 
from First Colonial Road 
to Atlantic Avenue was 
scr^HXBd earlier. 

Griffin's motion was de- 
feated by a 7-4 vote, and 
Council subsequently voted 
to make the necessary re- 
alignments which had been 
recommended for ^proval 
earlier by the Planning 
Commission on a 6-4 vote. 

The section of the park- 
way remaining in the plans, 
from North Witchduck Road 
to First Colonial Road, will 
cost an estimated $8.3 mil- 
lion if completed. 



At-large Councilman 
Patrick L. Standing, agree- 
ing with Griffin's motion 
to delete the road, com- 
mented, "Residents of re- 
sidential neighborhoods 
^r^would opt for some in- 
convenience and more dri- 
ving time in return for re- 
taining their present neigh- 
borhoods." 

Voting to retain the park- 
way,' Blackwater Borough 
councilman Johh A . ^aum 
siid uriiesi^ some better 
alternative for an east- 
west thrUway is offered, 
"we would be derelict nor 
to leave our options open." 

Voting in the minority 
with Griffin and Standing 
were Beach Borough Coun- 
cilman Robert Callis and: 
Kempsville representative 
Dr. J. Henry McCoy. 

Earlier, Council unani- 
mously approved a motion 
by McCoy to delete a sec- 
tion of Baxter Road from 
Princess Anne Road to 
Brandywine Drive. Mc- 



Coy's motion allowed for 
an increase in the Baxter 
Road right-of-way to 90 
rfeet from Independence 
Boulevard to Princess 
Anne Road. 

McCoy argues that his 
constituents in Kempsville 
opposed making Baxter 
Road a major artery 
through the area. 

Council also unani- 
mously approved 1 motion 
by Callis to retailfthepr^ 
sent 30-foot rigW-of-w 
on Holly Road. The Mas- 
ter Transportation Plan 
had called for the right- 
of-way to be increased to 
60 feet.

Christmas tree lights 
which do not carry the 
Underwriters Lalwra- 
tories (UL) Inspection tag 
are flooding the market, 
according to Virginia 
Beach fire prevention of- 
ficials, and they warned 
consumers to look for the 
tag before they purchase 
Ughts. 

Just because the tree 
lights are available, Lt. 
O.L. Gilbert reported, does 
not mean that they are 
safe. He explained that 
there is no' law requiring 
the UL tag because it would 
be "constraint of free 
triade." 

Gilbert also warned 
Beach homeowners to take 
special care of live Christ- 
mas trees which dry out 
quickly and can be a fire 
hazard. 

"A lot of people dcm't 
really take care of the 
trees," he said. "The best 
thing I can suggest is to 
Ittve it inside as short 
a time as possible." 

Families with live 
Christmas trees should 
keep the tree watered. Gil- 
bert also noted that some 
preparations are available 
to ke^ the sap in the tree 
running longer and to keep 
the tree fresher. 

Fire Inspection Depart- 
ment Head Capt. J.E. 
Brammer also suggested 
that Beach residents se- 
lect the freshest tree they 
can when shopping. "And 
when the needles start fal- 
ling off," he added, "take 
it down." 

Outdoor Christmas de- 
corations can also be a 
hazard if homeowners use 
indoor lights outside, 
Brammer' said. If indoor 
lights are strung outside, 
he explained, "over a per- 
iod of time the wire will 
deteriorate," especially if 
it riains and ice forins on 
the wires. 

Insulated staples are 
also available for homej^ 
owners who staple dulclobr 
lights to the house. The 
bare wire stab staples can 
be dangerous, Brammer 
noted. 



The fire department also 
will make home inspections 
iq»n request, Brammer 
said. Fire officials are es- 
pecially concerned with 
home heaters, frequently 
the source of house fires. 

The fire inspectors will 
check furnaces for proper 
installation, venting, piping 
and fuel storage. "We can't 
get into the maintenance 
part," Brammersaid, "but 
we'll assist in any way 
they want." 

If inspectors find ha- 
zards, they will make re- 
commendations to home- 
owners, but no action will 
be taken unless the fire 
officials find a situation 
that is a real fire or life 
hazard, Brammer said. 

In those cases, he added, 
the fire department "would 
go ahead and red tag it, 
but we usually don't have 
to do that." In most cases, 
he reported, homeowners 
are more than willing to 
remedy serious fire ha- 
zards. 

Fire officials will visit 
homes by inTitation only, 
and they will only check 
areas which the home- 
owner asks them to. They 
will leave at any time if 
they are requested to, ac- 
cording to Gilbert. 

He explained that the 
firemen honor "the old 
priemise that a man's home 
is his castle." 

The fire inspection di- 
vision likes to have 24 
hours notice for house 
palls, Brammer said. "If 
they call today," he said, 
"we'll try to set up for 
tomorrow."

Part of the difficulty in 
putting opinion in print is 
the possibility of engen- 
dering bad feeling among 
your readers. You can't 
please all of the people 
all of the time. 

Yet that is a weak stand- 
by of an excuse, and we 
feel the Princess Anne 
readers deserve an hon- 
est answer to their ques- 
tions of why certain young 
men were selected over 
others for the 1974 Vir- 
ginia Beach Sun All-City 
football team. 

First of all. Princess 
Anne fans question the ver- 
ity of an all-star team 
selected by a single 
person, or by a group of 
two or three. But actually 
the problem is not these, 
than who will reiwier a 
completely impartial se- 
lection? This is not say- 
ing that anyone can select 
a good, representative city 
all-star squad. You must 
have the highest respect 
for Beach football fans. 
They know their football, 



no question. Yet fans are 
just that, fans. Perhaps a 
consensus of sport writers 
should then do the honor- 
ed picking. But The Sun is 
the only newspaper serving 
the residents of Virginia 
Beach. Thus, a Beach team 
chosen by regional sports 
writers would be meaning- 
less. 

As far as personal pre- 
judice - or any sort of 
prejudice - goes, it is 
never a criterion for 
choosing one player above 
another. But it is there 
all the same, and no all- 
star squad whether it's 
AU-City or All-State can 
escape that nagging fac- 
tor of human partiaUtv 

For example, the 19'?3 
Sun AU-City squad was 
chosen by the city foot- 
ball coaches who were al- 
lowed to cast a vote for 
any player at a given pos- 
ition as long as he was 
not on that coach's squad. 
The team was a solid one, 
yet when U came to sel- 
ecting player of the year, 

Kellam's Gene\ Bunn, a 
junior, won it. He out- 
distanced Bayside's Ro- 
scoe Coles by a two-to- 
one margin in the voting. 
Bunn had been the second 
leader rusher in the Eas- 
tern District, and ranked 
sixth in both districts with 
862 yards. Coles had been 
second leading rusher 
in both districts, and was 
the top rusher in the Eas- 
tern District with 1,158 
yards. And Coles had scor- 
ed 15 touchdowns to 
Bunn's 11. 

To com mem briefly ou 
why Craig Vosler, Terry 
Sawyer and Aubrey Gra- 
ham only made the second 
teams when they had al- 
ready )}een accorded high- 
er honors on other all- 
star squads, U came down 
basioally to ah "evmlng- 
up" process. Matt Am- 
brose, I felt deserved more 
recognition than he re- 
ceived, so he made the 
team ahead of Sawyer, who 
had already been accorded 
All-Tidewater honors. 
Sawyer would be the last 
person to question Am- 



brose making the squad 
ahead of him. 

Aubrey Graham's spot 
was another difficult de- 
cision. Graham's out- 
standing senior season 
netted him 923 yards rush- 
ing, earning him a berth 
on the All -Tidewater 
squad, among others. Yet 
First Colonial's Bill Har- 
ris rounded out our first 
team backfield, though 
Harris' total rushing fig- 
ure was 879 yards. But 
Harris had a 6.7 yard per 
carry average while Gra- 
ham's was 4.7, lowest of 
the top -ten area rushers. 
Finally, Craig Vosler. 
I was as surprised as Craig 
at the fan reaction to his 
second team Sun All-City 
selection. Frankly, I'm 
happy over the minor con- 
troversey caused by this 
year's team because U de- 
manded that this article be 
written, and the final word 
is one that describes Craig 
Vosler: Sportsmanship, 
and all Its aUributes. A 
young man yvho, besides 
being chosen for three area 
aU-star teams (not to men- 
tion a possible All-State 
berth) has the intelligence 
and humor to wonder what 
all the fuss was about. 
Cox's Derek Canaan and 
Kellam's Alfred Simpson 
deserved recognition for 
their senior high school 
football seasons, and the 
Sun AU-Clty squad gave it 
to them, Craig Vosler, 
would have it no other 
way.

Bill Gutermuth is the head wrestling coach at Cox 
High School. Everyone knows that, at least ever>one 
who reads Esquire magazine. Gutermuth was featured 
recently in that national publication as the winningest 
high school wrestlii^ coati'. in ilie country. 

So the word has gotten out. 

Gutermuth is, and has, been building a wrestling 
dynasty at Cox that parallels -- and may some day 
surpass -- that molded by Granby's former wrest- 
ling coach immortal, Billy Martin. 

It comes as IK) surprise to learn that Gutermuth 
himself is a' product of Billy Martin's, one of the 
first young wrestlers to profit from Martin's in- 
struction, and in particular from Martin's creation, 
i wrestling maneuver known the world over as 
the "Granby roll." 

"It's just a little shoulder roll," says Gutermuth. 
"I can teach it, but not like Martin himself. It's 
become almost a patented trademark. It's nationally 
known." 

Gutermuth left Granby High School -- he's a 
Norfolk native -- ll^ 1958 a Virginia State AAA 
champion in his weight division. He went to the 
University of Maryland on scholarship and by his 
sophomore season, in 1960, was an Atlantic Coast 
Conference champion. But academic difficulties forced 
bim to transfer, so the next year he was at Lycoming, 
Pa., College, a small private institution just 18 
miles from small college wrestling power Lockhaven 
State. Yet at Lycoming Gutermuth was an N.A.I. A. 
national champion in 1972, takii« his UUe at the 
national small college tournament held that year at 
Winona College in Minnesota.

"There were three kids from Granby in the finals," 
recalls Gutermuth. 'it was a real relief to win." 
Gutermuth knows about winning. In his six years as 
wrestling mentor at Cox, his squads have compiled 
an amazing dual meet record of 72 wins, three 
losses and one tie. His teams have taken three 
Eastern District championships, two regional cham- 
pitmships and three consecutive state titles. Guter- 
routiJ'syMjHfe^macliine has turoed out individual 
champlWW score. The tally stands at 18 district 
champidhs. II regional champions, and an additional 
11 individuals who have copped state titles. 

Right now, the Cox dual meet winning string stands 
unbroken at 41 wins and no losses. The last season 
(Jtitermuth lost a dual meet was in 1971. 
■ . Gutermuth did his rotAie coaching at Glassboro 
State Teachers College. Gutermuth coached there 
for three years, describing his squads as "fair, 
nbt great or bad," before coming south ift toe fall of 
1967 to Virginia Beach, and Cox. A Norfdk nattw, 
hi5 first season with the Falcons as head wrestling 
coach was a sweet homecoming. Cox wre^lers lost 
just a sii^le dual meet while rolling wins inl3 
(Ah9r&. In 1967-68, Gutermuth had been an assistant 
under^eorge McGovern, who was head football 
and wrestUng mwitor when Gutermuth accepted a 
teaching position at Cox. Now, McGovern is assistant 
coach, but Gutermuth is quick to point out that the head 
coach is^ little more than a fiprehead. When it comes 
right down to plain hard work, there's no distinction, 
and he had high praise for the job McGovern has been 
doing for Cox and Virginia Beach wrestling during 
his career. 

Wlwn you talk about a career such as Gutermuth' s, 

the thrilling moments are difficult to pick out. Coach 

Gutermuth says he gets his greatest satisfaction out 

of seeing his wrestlers "doing the things you've taught 

them to do." But Gutermuth continues. "Beating 

Granby was one of the biggest thrills of my life. In 

'71-72 (Cox's first umlefeated season in its present 

strii«) we played them over at ODU in front of a 

sell-out crowd of 4,800 people, andwebeatttem. Ttat 

was great." Gutermuth also menUoned gettii« a 

tremendous charge out of watching Scott Conkwright 

win his first state championship - he was to win 

three more - as a freshmw on Gutermuth's 1968-69 

squad. "Everyoiw has a different thoj^ht to it, but 

that's the one I remember most," Gutermuth decides. 

The Falcon coach had no hesitation abut namli« 

his most agonizing moment in his young career. "The 

(Jhe that sticks in my mind is James Gaudreau losing 

in the state finals (two years ago)," says Gutermuth. 

The coach explained that Gaudreau, an 185-pouftd 

performer and a state champion his senior season, 

dislocated his shoulder in his final match of the 

state tournament, l«^ii« by default. GaiKireauHad been 

favored, it wasn't the other wresUers fault," says 

Gutermuth. 'He jiat landed badly."

With a sqpjad undefeated in 41 dual meets, with such 
an incredible string of district, regional and state 
champions, Gutermuth is beginning to feel like the 
gunsUnger all the your« hotheads are trying to beat. 
"I'm feeling the pressure now," Gutermuth admitted. 
"They all want to beat me just the way I wanted to 
beat GrMby." The cMch added that the fame and 
oatlwttl recognition accordii« to hirtie airi his Cox 
dynasty have been dubious attributes at times, that 
the mood erf ^is at the state tournaments tos been 
ugly at times. -When Scott (Ca*wri|bt) won his 
first state championsMp ttey all cheered. But his 
last year (1971-72) thev were booti» when he won. 
I guess ht> was too good.' ConkwrifhMs now in his 
sophomore sf-Tion at North Carolina. 




COrS BILLGUTERMUTH 

Brian Beatson, a contemporary of Coakwright's, 
was another of Gutermuth's numerous state titlists. 
While Conkwright was rolling up state championships 
year after year, Beatson busied himself by rolling 
up the longest Individual winning string in Virginia 
scholastic wrestlii« annals. In three varsity seasons, 
Beatson compiled 73 wins without a single loss. As a 
sophomore at the University of Oklahoma, Beatson 
is already an All- American selection. 

Tten along came Scott's younger brother, Chi*is, 
a 126-pounder, already tabbed by some as the best 
in his weight class in the nation. Gutermuth had no 
hesitation in naming Chris Conkwright the best 
athlete he's ever coached, and that's saying no 
UtUe bit coming from Gutermuth. The coach added 
that Chris had been doing "just tremendous" this 
season. 

Gutermuth has a particular partiality for brother- 
and-sister teams w wrestUi« squads. "I guess it's a 
sort of rub-off process," says Gutermuth. "But 
you can't tell me that brothers aren't a big factor 
in winning. One of my pet peeves is how litUe 
wrestling instruction boys get in physical education 
classes. Brothers tend to practice t<«ether a lot 
so they have the advantage." 

Gutermuth feels that he has the best group of 
sophomores this year he's ever had. Says Gutermuth, 
"My first three players are all sq?homores." Know- 
ing what Gutermuth does with young talent, area 
coaches must shudder to hear it. 
Yet the Falcon mentor does not believe in the 
.™^l-d^loped natural wresUer. "There are gifted 
/i^^fMt^J*' he maintains, "but not natural wjestlers. 
ti^sfling has to be Uught. AikI there's always a 
lot to learn." Gutermuth also says a wrestler should 
not be tight muscularly, but extremely agile as well 
as strong, like a ballet dancer.

The former Granby great says that is he had to tell 
young wrestler where to start to learn basic skills, 
he would send him to Wayne Boyd's East Coast 
Wrestling and Health Club off Virginia Beach Boule- 
vard. "And durii« the summer there are the AAU 
summer camps and clinics. One of the best is Gary 
Simon's and Billy Martin's summer clinic in Wil- 
liamsburg. If you can't learn wrestling off Simon 
or Martin, you can't do it." 

Coach Bill Gutermuth, who has sent wrestlers 
into the programs at Oklahoma, North Carolina, 
N.C. SUte, Slippery Rock, Temple, Virginia Tech 
and the Naval Academy, discussed his philost^hy 
of wrestUng. "WrestUng," sa3» Gutermuth, "is 
one (d the most self-sacrlficii« of sports. You have 
to be tMglit well to lean it well. It's a 12-month 
thing." 

Meanwhile, Virginia wrestling fans patiently wait 
to see the 1974-75 Cox machine unveiled, w<mdering 
how many state wrestUng champions will w^r Cox 
varsity letters next June.

would enable his group to get low interest fates 
for the ice rink. 

In addition to paying off the Iwnds, Vaeth ex- 
plained, Virginia Beach would ask Metr<^litan 
Sports, Inc. to make up the difference in the fac- 
ility's value. 

For example, if the ice riiA cost $500,000 to 
build, and was worth $800,000 after 20 years Ji^n 
the bonds were paid off, Vaeth said the city'w^W 
ask his group for another $300,000 before It *6ald 
transfer title. 

The city's bonding attorney Harry Fratier, 
however, has said that the recreation authority 
must operate any facilities it finances. 

That means that the authority could agr^ to 
lease it to a private party, but could not s^j^ 
be used as a vehicle to get low cost finajteing. 

Vaeth said this group would not .be willliq; to 
invest in an ice rink if it had to pay the difference 
in market value when the revenue bonds are paid 
off. 

When the city explained its position, Vaeth re- 
ported, "we just laughed, and said, 'You've got to 
bekiddii^.'" ' 

However, he said the group is still willii^ to 
work with the city and is hopeful that some ar- 
rangement can be made so the ice arena cknt)e 
constructed, the sooner the better. 

Vaeth said there is also a chance the promoters 
may turn to Norfolk. "The City of Norfolk has been 
very cooperative, and they'd like us to build it there." 
He added that the facility could get the tax-free 
financing there. 

Vaeth, who handles public relations for the Vir- 
ginia Red Wings hockey team, said one of the major 
forces behind the ice arena is the pressing need 
to find a place for the hockey players to practice. 

Scope is not always available, he reported, and 
the closest arenas are in Richmond and Charlottes- 
ville. 

Ice rink backers also believe that the rink irauld 
show a profit as a recreation outlet in Virginia 
Beach. To prove it, he said individuals In the cbr- 
poration are ready to sign private notes to build 
the facility. 

However, they do not want to pay high interest 
rates presently available. The recreation authority 
could get tax-free bonds which would make it pro- 
fitable for a bank to offer a loan at perhaps 7 per 
cent, Vaeth said. 

In actuality, he explained, the bank would get a 
15 per cent return on its money because it would 
not have to pay tax on the 7 per cent interest from 
the authority-backed bonds. 

, "Our feasibility study shows that we would have 
no problem at all in paying off bonds in ZO years," 
Vaeth reported. He said the study was based on a 
40-week annual operation. 

There is such a demand for ice space in some 
cities, he added, that rinks q;)erate 24 hours a day. 

Vaeth estimated that over 100,000 Tidewater resi- 
dents would use a Virginia Beach ice arena ea<^ 
year, and the promoters have already signed up 
400 boys for junior hockey teams which would use 
the facility in off hours. 

The rink operators would also begin programs 
in area high schools, Vaeth reported. 

Vaeth said the ic6 arena would do iwthing but 
benefit the city, by bringing in revenue and pro- 
viding a new source of recreation, and he cannot 
understand why his group is unable to work with 
the recreation authority. He added, "Somebody miss- 
ed the boat somewhere".

Whitehurst urges drilling 



Kep. G. William White- 
burst is urging the federal 
govenlment to conduct ex- 
ploratory oil drilling off 
the outer continental shelf 
rather than leasing 10 mil- 
lion acres off the Virginia 
coast. 

Whitehurst (R-Virginia 
Beach) said a period) of 
exploratory drilling will 
give coastal states includ- 
ing Virginia, time to com- 
plete coastal zone manage- 
ment programs. 

"I believe thil federal 
government should explore 
the new offshore areas to 
more presicely locate oil 
and gas and determine its 
potential worth before 
leasii^ tracts," the con- 
gressman told the Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisher- 
lbs subcommittee on ocea- 
nography during hearings 
Dec. 11. 

Exploratory drilling 
would be "a step toward 
effective management of 
publicly - owned re- 
sources," Whitehurst said, 
and it would also help lo- 
cal governments "deter- 
mine the magnitute of ne- 
cessary developmental im- 
pact onshore." 

He also urged caution 
when oil wells are drilled 
which could threaten wa- 
ter-oriented recreation in- 
diistrles, sport fishing and 



wildlife along Virginia s 
coast, c 

Whitehurst said he fa- 
vored a 'gradual phased 
leasing program" instead 
of the Interior Depart- 
ment's proposal to lease 
10 million of the 19 mil- 
lion acres of continental 
shelf off the East "Coast 
during the next year. 

In addition. Whitehurst 
asked the federal govern- 
ment to help finance plan- 
nii% on a state level that 
will be required to manage 
the rapid development that 
would follow offshore oil 
rigs. 

Oil companies usually 
perform exploratory dril- 
ling themselves once they 
win a lease from the go- 
vernment, but there has 
'l>een some concern among 
ccMigressmen that the ma- 
jor oil firms will not ex- 
wllUng to invest in costly 
explorations in the un- 
proven Atlantic coastal 
shelf. 

In tJie Gulf, where many 
leases are now, oil com- 
panies usually can tell 
where oil is located by 
geological formations on 
the ocean floor. 

Exploratory drilling is 
expected to be more spe- 
culative on the East Coast, 
and some congressmen, in- 
cluding Sen. Ernest F. Boi- 



lings (D.S.C.) charged that 
the ^government will have 
to tind the oil if supplies 
are to be developed in time 
to ease the country's en- 
ergy crunch. 

An argument favoring 
extensive leasing is that 



the government, by leasing 
10 million acres at oae 
time, will encourage ex- 
ploratory drilling by oil 
companies and will quickly 
discover just what re- 
sources are hidden onder 
the continental slielf . 
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Answers easy from 
'aborfion to zoning' 

Got a question al>out local government? 

Virginia Beach will have the answers "from abor- 
tion to zoning," according to City Public Information 
Officer Sam Clay. He said the city and the School 
Board are working together to prepare an "A to 
Z" dictionary- style directory for citizens. 

The booklets should be ready in about a month. 
Clay reported. 

He described the project during an informal City 
Council session this week after Councilman Charles 
Gardner suggested that the city develop a "clearing 
house for everything" in one municipal building to 
help residents apply for permits for building and 
other projects. 

Many city residents involved in improvement pro- 
jects for -the first time do not know what procedures 
they must follow, and Gardner suggested that the 
city could prepare a handout which would provide 
information they would need.

However, the Virginia

After a series of four 
public meeting that acted 
as a barometer for con- 
cerns of area residents, 
the Virginia Beach com- 
munity development steer- 
ing committee is ready 
to sit down and outline 
a plan to use $4.2 million 
in federal money that will 
be available during the next 
three years. 

Project director Rhys 
Kear, a City planner, said 



he was pleased with the 
response the group re- 
ceived at meetings in Sea- 
tack, Lynnhaven, Prin- 
cess Anne and Bayside. 

He reported that more 
than 200 persons attended 
the four meetings, and re- 
sidents quickly echoed a 
theme that dominated the 
informal sessions - a con- 
cern over water and sew- 
er lines and drainage. 

"It's a top priority for 
everybody," Kear noted, 
but he observed that the 
|4.2 million in community 



development funds avail- 
able through 1977 wouldn't 
stretch very far if it is 
used for major capital im- 
provements. 

There is enough money 
to build one project, Kear 
said, "and if it is used 
innovatively, it could han- 
dle a few more." 

Although the community 
development money many 
may not be directed at 
sewer problems, Kear said 
the meetings "have given a 
good indication of a crit- 
ical problem. Obviously 



sewers are one of the most 
important aspects of com- 
munity development." 

Kear said the funds may 
be used along with the 
city's capital improvement 
program to tackle sewer 
construction, but he said 
residents also expressed 
interest in other areas 
such as housing deteriora- 
tion, road improvements 
and job opportunities and 
training. 

"We wanted input," the 
city planner remarked, 
"and we certainly goi it." 



The turnout indicated that 
Beach reslBents "are ob- 
viously interested in the 
money and what it could 
do." 

The steering committee 
will begin developing a 
plan soon, Kear reported, 
but he was not able to 
estimate when it would be 
ready for City Council ex- 
amination. 

He said the committee 
prtAably would make a 
geneitil recommendation 
to the Council "to get a

Planfi for the second annual Virginia beach Nep- 
tune Festival, including an immediate fund drive, 
will be discussed Jan. 2, at what Festival Presi- 
dent Earl Willis termed a "brain storming session" 
of the festival's I5-member board directors. 

The board will begin looking for ways to trim 
the festival's operating budget for 1975, said Willis. 
Though festival organizers called the 1974 event 
successful in terms of poblic response and par- 
ticipation, financially the festival incurred a $48,391 
deficit. Total expenditures for the first festival 
which attracted 167,000 persons were $148,799. 

City Council agreed Dec. 16 to give the festival 
a« totertst-free Icttn U 945,000 to help tnlance the 
biid|et, and combiaed with a previously approp- 
riated cootributii^ of $15,000 as "seed money" 
for the second festival, the city's total investment 
¥iU be $60,000. 

At the time the loan was authorized several coun- 
cilmen encourwcd festival organizers to seek add- 
iticmal avenues for financing the event. Though he 
recrnnmended approval of the loan. City Manager 
George Hanbury told Council that "more profession- 
al control and management" would have kept the 
festival's deficit from being so great, 

Willis promised Council that the festival would 
stdnnit a monthly reports of its expenses and re- 
venues for the 1975 festival. 

WUlis told The Sun that the 1975 festival fund 
drive would include smaller local businesses rather 
ttaa concentrating on the large contributors to the 
first festival. 

But in tbeir efforts to l«lance the budget, Willis 
said festival sponsors still do not want chaise ad- 
mission to most of the events. "We could make 
it if we're going to charge," Willis said, "but then 
we're defeatii^ the purpose of the festival." 

The primary purpose of the festival, Willis noted, 
is not to extend the tourist season, but to bring 
tlM people of Virginia Beach together for a common 
goal.

will discuss committee arrangements for Neptune II 
scheduled for S^t.

When the Ciiy Council agreed to pay 
$35,000 for the "Virginia Beach To- 
morrow" program - a project design- 
ed to produce goals for the "ideal" 
Virginia Beach of the futur\- the easy 
part of the job was over. 

Now comes the tough part. 

The project, to be directed by the 
prestigious Brookings Institution, will 
involve a series of all -day seminars 
once a month for 10 months. Brookings 
will bring in urban and economic con- 
sultants to guide a committee of from 
40 to 60 Beach residents toward for- 
mulating a step-by-step plan to shape 
the city's future for the next 10 to 
20 years. 

Those with reservations about the 
"Virginia Beach Tomorrow" proposal 
said the city already has its own grow- 
th plans on the books and the "To- 
morrow" project would be just another 
unnecessary step which would only de- 
lay substantive action. 

Yet, several of the councilmen vot- 
ing for the project don't see it Hn that 
light. (The funding was approved by 
a 9-2 vote with Vice -mayor George Fer- 
rell and Pungo Councilman Floyd Water- 
field casting dissents.) 

Robert Call is said Council was not 
"in any way abandoning the work done 
by the city staff," and John Baum, 
Patrick Standing and John Griffin said 
they viewed the Brookings' program 
as a method of injecting citizen imput 
into the city's policy-making decisions. 

No one seems to be able to pinpoint 
what would constitute a successful "To- 
morrow" program - in itself, an under- 
lying source of disturbance - but a 
committment by Council to making de- 
finitive decisions on future planning 
certainly will be a requirement for 
the success of any goals program. 

The citizen imput aspect of the "To- 
morrow" program is by far its best 
selling point, so the selection of the 
actual participants in ttie seminars be- 
comes critical to the relevance of the 
project's final recommendations. 

When the 40 to 60 persons are chosen 
to form the seminar panel, then we will 
have an indication of just how serious 
the city is in this undertaking. 

We are looking for a citizens commi- 
ttee that represents a cross-section of 
Beach residents. It should include per- 
sons witti lower inc(mies as well as 
those from the middle and higher in- 
come brackets. If persons with ttie 
best interests of the tourist industry 
at heart are inducted, then so should 
^e voices of agricultural, military and 
other segments of Beach business and 
vrorkers. 

In short, this is one committee that 
must be free from politics, selfish spe- 
cial interests and undue outside pres- 
sure. Selecting ^at group will be tough- 
er than spending $35,000 of the short 
supply of taxpayers' money.

For two Virginia Beach residents, Janie Chrisman 
and ^ernice Woods, eggs aire more tlian the makings 
of a Sunday breakfast. 

T^e two women take drills, tweezers, paint aiid 
giW to shells ranging from the tough, large goos« 
eggs to the delicate quail casings and transform 
them into small oval worlds of spangles, velvet and 
tiny doors which open to reveal Nativity scenes. 

Mrs. Christman^, who liv$s kt 2700 Southern Blvd., 
began making plain eggs into intricate decorations 
thrive VMrs ago. 

Since then she has i been joined by her mother, 
Mrs. Woods, of 2728 AAsoI Lane, who has set 
aside a room in her house as a sort of egg work- 
shop. 

Mrs. Chrisman said she uses any type of egg 
she can find, but the harder-shelled goose and duck 
^s are preferred. Chicken eggs are- ailfong the 
hardest to work with because the shell is so thin. 

Eggs can be expensive - goose eggs run alwut 
$1.10 each • so Mrs. Christman puts a pair of her 
own geese to work. Geese lay only in the sprii%, 
knd her birds usually give her about 35 eggs. 
She also owns her own ducks and chickens. 

The hardest part of egg decorating is cuttii^ 
the openings and doors from the shell. Mrs. Chris- 
man uses a hobby drill, but some artists use den- 
tists drills on their shells. 

- "One of the biggest problems," she added, "is 
finding figures" small enough to go inside the egg 
scenes, but she has an advantage because she works 
in i Beach hobby shop and has a chance to pore 
over order books for the materials she needs. 

"We're not in advanced eggeury," Mrs. Chrisman 
said, although some of her oval projects look com- 
plicated. She explained that she attended an egg 
convention and saw eggs that resembled flowers 
with spreading petals and with shells cut into in- 
tricate lacy design. 

Mrs. Chrisman s4i(^he completes about 25 e^s 
each year, in additiOn'|o projects such as neckla<^ • 
of partridge eggs which require up to 25 coats of 
enamal to keep them from breaking. 

She has even made a tea set usipg a goose egg 
for the teapot, duck eggs for the sugar and creamer 
and tiny bantam eggs for the teacups.

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fe ongel' aids needy Beach families

Ben Wroten has neatly 
trimffled gray hair and a 
few wriiriUes, but to more 
than one Virginia Beach 
tamily, be is an angel in 
disguise. 

For 25 years, Wroten, 
who lives with his wife 
Angle at 412 23rd St., has 
been loddng out for other 
pe(q)le, especially families 
who dcHi't have enough 
money to buy clothes, food 
or to pay their electric 
bills. 

Although his resources 
are limited, Wroten, a 66- 
year-old retired Coast 
Guard lieutenant com- 
mander, also manages to 
make Christmas a little 
cheerier for families 
whose prospects look 
bleak. 

And his services have 
never . been in more 
demand. 

"The need has in- 
creased almost 100 per 
cent this year,'' remarked 
Wroten, as he stacked cans 
of food donated by friends 
and church members of 
the Virginia Beach United 
Methodist Church in an 
empty room of the Din- 
widdle McftelonlSthStreet. 



The church purchased 
(he m<Ael to eqwid its 
pariOng famillties, and it 
is DOW presently using the 
vacant structure as a ware- 
house torgoods for the Vir- 
ginia Beach families that 
need help. 

Often, Wroten noted, the 
families have no other 
place to turn because they 
do not qualify for public 
welfare programs. 

For example, he re- 
ported, if a man suddenly 
loses his Job and he does 
not have any money put 
away, his family will have 
to wait several weeks to 
qualify for their first un- 
employment compensation 
check — if they are eli- 
gible for unemployment. 
Welfare isn't available to 
families headed by an em- 
ployable male. 

The Virginia Beach De- 
partment of Social Services 
is unable to help everyone, 
and when it does, the aid 
isn't always enough. 

"They're restricted to a 
certain amount," Wroten 
explained, "and with 
everything skyrocketing so 
big, the money from so- 
cial services hardly pays 
the rent and utilities." 

One military family was 
spending half of the hus- 
band's $400 monthly take

With 
an ISO UU for fuel, not 
mttch was left for other ^ 
living expenses. 

Kathy Hughes, who is 
stairti« in Virginia Beach 
only 10 weeks while her 
husband Gary, a young Navy 
(tfficer, is attending school, 
is pitching in to help dis- 
tribute donations given by 
church members. 

Mrs. Hughes, who has a 
daughter, Steffie, 3, re- 
ported that the family luid 
an Infant but no food. "They 
were out," she said, "not 
just running out." The pro- 
blem was even more cri- 
tical because the couple 
needed to buy baby for- 
mula and had no money. 

The car had brcdcendown, 
and they didn't have enough 
money to fix it, and had no 
way to take advantage of 
commissary privileges. 
They shopped mainly at 
more expensive stores wi- 
thin walking distance to 
their beach apartment. 

When Wroten showed up 
with groceries, Mrs. 
Hughes said, "they said he 
looked like an angel with 
all of the food." 

Wroten said he is main- 
ly concerned with families 
that have no other place 
to go for help, and he is 
finding more of them 
daily. 

Before Christmas, he 
even began collecting toys 
so some youi^sters 
wouldn't go empty-hand- 
ed. 

"We were getting a 
pretty good pile up there, 
Mrs. Hughes added, with 
a wave to one corner of 
the room stacked with box- 
es of toys. "Santa Claus 
might hit each one of those 
Uds once." 

Occasionally, the church 
ineml)ers will also chip 
In to help pay utility bills 
or rest for people who 
Aight otherwise find them- 
selves without electricity, 
water or a roof over their 
heads. 

"Fortunately our people 
here feel the sense of 
need," Wroten noted, "and 
that helps the situation 
considerably." 

He glanced around the 



room, uned with boxes oi 
clothes and food ami a rack 
of sport c(Mts, as he wait- 
ed for two women who 
would idck up items for 
two families in which 
breulwliiners recently lost 
their jobs. Both were con- 
strwtimi workers. 

One fll the hardMt hit 
arms,/ Wroten noted, is 
coDstivction . 

"Once you get out of a 
job," Mrs. Ht«hes added, 
"you're really. out." Em- 
ployers who aren't cutting 
down work forces aren't 
riMdy to add new jobs to 
their payrolls. 

Wroten said many fam- 
ilies get into financial 
trouble as soon as the hus- 
band loses his job because 
his salary is not large 
enough to build up a nest- 
egg. "So many people live 
from month to month," he 
added so "that they can't 
afford to save." 

Wroten said he qrigio- 
ally iK^an his cnaritlble 
work 30 years ago who 
while he was still active 
in the Coast Guard. "I 
hate to see people suffer," 
he said. And Wroten, a 
religious man, also thinks 
that "a lot of families be- 
set by finaMlal worries 
often experience a drop in 
their faith in God. 

He believes tnat his act- 
ions "build it up a little 
bit." 

Church Pastor Bernard 
Via said the social ser- 
vices program waits for 
requests for help. Nochar- 
rity is forced on anyone. 

"We don't give them 
anything unless they ask 



for it," the minister said, 
"but when an SHMal goes 
out, this, church is won- 
derftil." 

Wroten doesn't rely on 
church resources alone. 
He receives hrtp from the 
Princess Anne Lions Club 
in wktttlon to tteRurltans, 
anc^er civic nvanisation. 

Althot^h the ecmomic 
situatlbh "to me feels like 
the sUrt of "29." Wroten 
said, he doesd't think the 
country is beading into a 
severe depression. 

But he expects things 
to get worse before they 
get better. At Thanks- 
giving, he was helping 25 
families, a total of 100 
persons. He expects that 
number to double before 
the new year b^ins. 

There are some dif- 
ferences between the econ- 
omic picture today and that 
of the Great Depression, 
said Wroten, who remem- 
bers it well. 

Now, he observed, 
people have money in 
their pockets, but money 
doesn't go far enough." 

Few are "broke," Wrot- 
en said, but people get 
low down in their faith 
and feelings. But he looks 
at it optimistically. "Bad 
times may bring this coun- 
try back together." 
' But it is "emotionally 
hard" for many needy fam- 
ilies, Mrs. Hufhes re- 
marked, "because they see 
some people buying fancy 
clothes and eating fine," 
while they are stn«gling 
to meet basic bills. 

Economic hardship is 
especially difficult for

If the Council approves 
the policy, the city would 
check bank stability, se- 
dimentation, the dam and 
spillways to determine 
what maintenance is re- 
quired, but only at the re- 
quest of the lake owners. 

It would also help groups 
find consultants or con- 
tractors through the stan- 
dard municipal bidding 
procedures. 

Councilman John Baum 
said he was "well satis- 
fied with the report" and 
said he agreed that the 
city should not become in- 
volved in lake maintenance. 

The report also suggests 
that the city set up criteria 
for construction of new 
lakes. 

However, Community 
Services Director William 
Fleming remarked, "With 
the federal regulations be- 
ing what they are," there 
is little chance that the city 
would find itself building 
"another Lake Trent." 

Ce(iincilnian John Griffin 
asked if the city could es- 
t^lish special taxation 
districts for lakes. He ex- 
pi^ined tliat homeowners 
associations frequently 
cann^ pry voluntary as- 
sessments members. 
However, City Manager 
. George Hanbury said spe- 



cial assessment districts 
are difficult to organize. 
"It's not just the problems 
financially," he reported, 
"but it's an administrative 
headache." 

. "I know what John (Grif- 
fin) is talking about," 
Councilman Charles Gard- 
ner remarked. "How can 
you enforce anything? That 
was one of the objections 
to cluster housing." 

Griffin said many home- 
owners living on lakes feel 
the city should pay the bill 
because they pay more pro- 



that the homes are 
assessed at their fair mar- 
ket value. "If you've got 
a $70,000 home," m^- 
marked, taxes will be 
higher. 

It could work the othei 
way, too, remarked Vice 
Mayor Ferrell. "If Lake 
Trant is dry long enough," 
he said, property values- - 
and taxes -- will drop. 

Baum suggested that the 
city base ^m standards 
on the 50-year watershed 
level with the assumption 
that the area would be fully

Everglades January classroom for bio/ogy unit | Bird count begins I . 



Going south for the winter? 

This year the birds seeking warmer weather and 
the tourists seekii^' sunny beaches won't be the only 
ones. Others will be heading for the swamp. 

The swamp may not be the ideal vacation spot, but 
when two Virginia Wesleyan College faculty members 
and their 19 students flock south to the marshy 
shores of Florida's Everglades, they won't be missing 
the sun or the be|ich. For them, there will be better 
things in store, according to Dr. Verne Keefer and 
Dr. Dennis Govoni, assistant professors of biology 
at Virginia Wesleyan. Keefer, Govoni and their stu- 
deilts will be spending five days in the Everglades 
as part of the college's January Term, which is 
designed so that faculty and students may pursue 
academic and non-academic areas of special interests 

"This is the first time we have planned a trip to 
the Everglades during the January Term," says 
Govoni, "but we decided that this year we wanted 
to do something different." In the past, Virginia 
Wesleyan biology classes have worked in the Rocky 
Mountains, the Bahamas and British Honduras. 

"It should be a lot of fun," adds Keefer, "but, 
at the same time, it will demand a lot of respon- 



siuiiiiy from the stadente. We'll be camping oat 
about six miles from the Everglades National Park. 
We'll hive access to the park's resoarces, inclwlii* 
canoe trails, guided tours and aa interpretative 
program set up there by the rangers. We want oar 
students to gain first-hand knowledge of exactly what 
the ecological problems of the Everglades are. It 
doesn't take a biology major to anderstand these 
pr<*lems. In fact, most of the students who are going 
liave major Interests in fields other than science." 

Freshman Robin Svirsky of Norfolk, for instance, 
doesn't know yet what her college major will be. but 
she looks forward to spendli« the January term In 
the Everglades. "I'm really excited about it," she 
beams. "I love camping outdoors — and it will be 
nice and warm." 

"Not everyone in the class knows how to camp," 
adds Keefer. "For the novices, there will be ci- 
vilization outside the park boundaries, but we do intend 
to spend m<»t of the time within the |»rk, itself:" 

"For those who haven't camped out before," says 
Govoni, "this will be a good place to start." 

Once the novices and the "old hamls" have es- 
tablished their campsite, the students will form small, 
independent study groups. "Organixaticm will be 



loose," says Keefer, "in the sense that there will 
be no chartered Iws^ to take the students to various 
places and no cooks to serve them. Each person 
will be responsible for themselves. There will be 
some Informal discussion sessions, and we may ask 
Uie students to keep personal l(%s so that they will 
be more attentive to their surroundings, but they 
are going to be on their own for much of the work." 
After five days ^f wading through the marsh, the 
Virflnla Wesleyan flock will be moving even further 
sooth to the Floriday Keys. There will be no swamp 
there, but there will be "some rare animal life and a 
lot of water," says Govoni. 

"The water at Key Largo," says Keefer, "Is so 
clear that swimming just a few feet below the surface 
win open up a whole new world." 

"We want our students to recognise Florida as a 
unique place," concludes Govoni. "It is the only place 
in this country where you can travel from a swamp 
to a coral reef in a single day and witness such a wide 
range of plant and animal life." 

On Jan. 23, the students will pack their flippers 
and tents to head back north to Virginia Wesleyan -- 
just in time to catch the best of winter. 



A small army of pro- 
fessional and lay ornitho- 
logists will trek to Vir- 
ginia Beach's wetland 
areas Sunday to count heads 
for the National Aud^bra 
Society's aani^l Christmas 
bird count. 

Robin Fields, a refuge 
management asslsUmt,

Ms. Fields.

Locally, a good count will 
mran that there Is plenty 
of food available for birds. 
"If we don't have a good 
count," Ms. Fields re- 
ported, "we'll know there's 
something wrong. " 

Wetlairis in the Virginia 
Beach area are "definitely 
an .important wintering 
ar^ for different 
species," she added. The 
climate is moderate, and 
the wetlands attract birds. 

Basically, Ms. Fields 
said, the omittologists will 
be lookii^ for the number 
of differing species In the 
ar^ as well as the popu- 
lation In each species.
